the organic law of the land, and your actions prompted by a, sincere 
evotion to the iaterests of those whom you serve. 
While the-co-ordinate departménts of government should be main- 
tained independent of each ates is most desirable that a spirit of 
armony and good feeling shouldj pervade and characterize every off- 
cial relation, since upon this depends the the accomplishment of much of 
that public góod, which it is our-sinceré desire to effect. | We should

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bear in mind, that, though charged with the performance of separate 
duties, we are the servants of the sam constituents, have the samé 
responsibilities, and are accountable to the same tribunal, for the pro- 
per discharge of the trust contided to us. 

Since your adjournment, our country has felt heavily the chasten- 
ing of Divine Providence. Pestilence have swept over our land, mark- 
ing its pathway with suffering and death. The hearts of the people 
have been filed with sorrow; families, neighborhoods, and cities, have 
been bowed down with grief and shrouded in mourning. There 
have been bereavements, too, which called orth the tears of a nation. 
We have been called upon to mourn for the fallen great, in the highest 
stations. Soldiers, statesmen and patriots, whese fame had gone forth 
to the world, are grouped thickly upon the record of death. And 
mighty minds, which were called upon to guide the destiny of the 
nation, have ceased to shed. upon her councils the light of wisdom 
and experience. : | 

Yet, amid all these visitations of suffering and death, our own State 
has been spared. When we reflect, that, by the interposition of a 
merciful Providence, this dreadful scourge has been made to passlight- 


_ ly over us, our hearts should be filled with gratitude and thankfulness. ` 


Tke usual degree of prcsperity has crowned the labor of the hus- 
bandman. ‘The enterprise_of our citizens has been attended with 
succes in every pursuit of life; and an active market and increased 
prices, have proved an adequate remuneration for partial failures in 
any branch of industry. . 

I have to congratulate you upon the prospect, under the present 
revenue laws, of our soon being relieved from that unfortunate sys- 
tem, forced upon us by necessity, of issuing treasury warrants; a sys- 
tem but little less unfortunate than the repudiated doctrine, that banks 
were essential to the collection and safe-keeping of the public revenue 
of the country. , 

Should the revenue laws, now in force, be continued, we have the 
hope before us, of once more seeing the revenue collected equal to 
all demands upon the treasury; aud our debts, except those contract- 
ed on account of our banks,,extinguished. In view of this desirable 
result; I deem it my duty strongly to remonstrate against any material 
change in these laws. oo ccs 

The aggregate total value of property, in the State, subject to tax- 
ation, on the Ist day of October, 1848, was $28,904,596; in 1850, it 
was valued at $34,955,585. And the revenue paid into the treasury, 
in 1848; was $75,174 17; and, in 1850, it was $93,540 21; thus ex- 
hibiting an increase, both of wealth in the State, and revenue in the 
treasury. For the two years commencing with Ist Oct., 1848, and 


ending with the 30th Sept., 1850, the amount of revenue paid into” 


the treasury, was $163,110 41; and the expenses of the State, for the 
same period, was $135,761 46, Jeaving.a ballance of $27,348 95, 
which was expended in redeeming outstanding treasury warrants, of 
which there still remains unredeemed,’ $16,259 384; but which wilk 
be redeemed, during the next two years. 
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The estimated receipts into the trea€ury, from all sources, for the 

- two years beginning with the Ist Oct., 1850, and ending with the 
30th Sept., 1852, wil! amount to $201,820 75; and the estimated ex- 
penses for the same period, to $193,561 58; leaving a balance in the 
treasury, on the 1st Oct., 1852; of $8,259 -17, with which to meet any 
contingency that may arise demanding payment out of the treasury. 

The. time appointed by aa act of the Legislature, within which 

“the Bank of the State of Arkansas shall collect her debts, and redeem 
her circulation, preparatory tọ making a final settlement of all her 
affairs, will expire in a little more than two years. 

By information, derived from the able and elaborate report of the 
present Financial Receiver cf that institution, we are enabled to form 
a -very correct conclusion, as to the conduct of these who have had 
the control and management of her affairs in time past, and deter- 
mine in what condition she wil be found, upon a final -adjustment 
of her accounts.  - : 

Judging from the facts thus‘ presented, it requires no extraordinary 
degree of mental acumen, tó determine that the history of this bank ` 
is but a catalogue of the grossest mismanagement and criminal neg- 
ligence (to use no harsher term,) from the date of her charter, until 
the present time; and that heavy lóss to the State must be the con- 
sequence. oo | 

To arrive at this conclusion,} we need go no farther back than the 
date of the act of liquidation, which, as I contend, was conceived in 
error, and will result in misfortune. Among the numerous objections— 
that @right be urged against this law, not the least prominent is the 
unnecessary extension of time granted to the debtors of the bank. 

It is a well attested fact, that the longer a debt remains due and 
unpaid, the lighter we feel the obligation resting upon us to pay it. 
"This has been clearly Sery bt in the case of the State Bank; and, 
in consequence of this very principle, thousands, if not hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, have been‘ lost to the State. Consequent upon, 
and rendered necessary by, this mistaken lenity, was engrafted upon 
this law, another principle but little less destructive to the interest of 
the bank; the employment and pay of so large a number of officers. 

Their salaries, though sinall, taken separately, (too small, in some 
instances, to command the most competent individuals,) yet, when 
taken in the aggregate, the doubt may be reasonably entertained, 
whether their salaries did not amount to more, than, by their agency 
was recovered for the bank. In some instances, these officers have 
been incompetent; in others criminally negligent; while, in one in- 
stance, that of Abner E. Thornton, absolutely dishonest. The evi- 
dence of their incompetency will appear upen the records of our courts, 
where the bank has been not only defeated in the atlemipt te coerce 
payment, but left with a heavy bill of costs te pay; again, it will ap- 
pear, from their inability to so keep their books as to exhibit the trans- 
actions of the bank. 

The gross negligence will be found to exist in permitting more than 


y 
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two hundred thousand dollars’ worth of the notes due the bank, to re- 
main in their hands, until they were barred by the statute of limitations. 

- The dishonesty of Abner E. Thornton is manifested throughout 
his whole official career, exhibiting but a series of embezzlements and 
forgeries. E'or- more. minute particulars, £ refer to the report of the 
Financial Receiver of the State Bank. 

I do not refer to these defects in the liquidation act, and the mis- 
management under it, with any hope of correcting past errors; but 
that the true history of this institution may be understood; like errors 
and misfortunes, avoided; and, if possible, to prompt a more rigid 
system of collecting, in future To effect this, I would recommend 
that all the notes and other assets of the bank, be placed under ` 
the control of some one responsible individual, with full authority, by 
law, to use such means for their collection, as, in his judgment, the 
best interest of the bank may ‘demand. Let this agent be authorized 
to employ such legal assistance as he may deem necessary, and pay 
such fees therefor as he may deem just and proper. 

This mode of collecting 1 deem preferable, from. the fact that there 
are many claims that can be collected with but little or no trouble; 
while there are others, thescollection of which has-been despaired of, 
if placed in the hands of able lawyers, may-be collected in whole ox 
in part. In these instances, it will be necessary to pay in proportion 
to the labor required. 

There is now due the bank several hundred thousand ‘dollars 
deemed good. These liabilities, based upon notes, bonds, a other 
obligations, may be realized to the bank, if the proper coursee pur- 
sued m their collection. 

E cannot too strongly press upon your attention the propriety of 
extending to these debtors of the bank no further indulgence; and 
that means be provided by which the State may free herself from the 
blighting influence of this institution, which, for years, has borne her 
down, cramped her energies, and paralized her efforts. 

It appears, by reference to the report of the Financial Receiver, 
that the number of bonds issued on account of the State Bank, and 
outstanding and unredeemed, on the Ist Oct., 1850, was 955, and 
the interest due thereon, was $531,562 50, making $1,506,562 50. 
It also appears, that the Arkansas Bank paper, in circulation and un- 
redeemed, on the Ist Oct., 1850, was $50,087 50; making the total 
liabilities of the State Bank, one million five hundred and fifty-six 
thousand six hundred and fifty dollars ($1,556,650.) It further- 
more appears, that the resources of the bank, to meet these heavy 
Habilities, fall far shert of the amount demanded, and that the loss to 
the State, from all the information in the possession of ‘the proper of- 
ficers, and as exhibited by their official reports, will amount to about 
one million dollars. And, what may appear still more strange, is the 
fact, that, if every dollar could be realized by the bank, that is due 
her, both of principal and interest, it would fall $190,000 shost of 
meeting and paying the bonds and the énterest thereon, upon which 
she went into operation. | 
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In relation to the Real Estate Bank, I must confess I have no 
well defined policy fo recommend. T'wo banks were. chartered 
in this State, about the same time, and with about the same 
capital. They remained in operation about the same period, 
and suspended payment—one was placed in ‘liquidation, by the 
egislature; the other made an assignment. How the one was 
anaged, and what will be tke final result, we have seen; but, 
vith regard te the other, we are less informed. Since the date 
of her assignment, the Real Estate Bank has been a sealed book 
to all those uninitiated in the banking operations of the present 


c. day, whether private individuals or publie officers, save so- far 


as the native politeness-and gentlemanly bearing of her worthy 
Secretary, may prompt him to gratify the curious and enlighten 
he public. History, prior to this date, unfortunately, however, 
for the State, reminds us ef a few facts in connection with this 
mystic monument of modern banking. 
In 1836 and 1837, the State of Arkansas issued 1,530 bonds 
of $1,600 each, which were sold by the Real Estate Bank, at 
dheir par value; subsequently 500 other bonds for the like amount, 
were issued to this bank, dnd by ker hypothecated for the 8um of 
$122,889 77; réalizing in all for the sale of these bonds, $1,652- 
389 77; which was to constitute hér capital for the | ‘purpose of 
banking. 
We also knew, that after discounting heavily fer atime, she 
suspended pay ment, closed her doors, and made an assignment 
af all her assets ; appointed trustees te take charge of them, with 
a clerk to keep the aecounts, and an attorney to advise and coun- 
dil them; and then provide for their payment. 
Here the authentic history of this institution eéases. What 
accounts may have reached us ef her transactions since, wear 
more the gaudy apparel of romance than the plain habiliments 
of reality. And, although the State has such a deep interest in 
the correct management and final settlement of this institution, 
she sets her authorities at defiance, and claims the right to close 
her doors in the face of her officers, acknowledging that when 
she shall be compelled to lay dewn the heavy dekt which she 
as contracted, the State must take it up. 
From the Auditer’s report to the Legislature, we learn that 
there were outstanding, on the 1st October, 1848, bonds and in- 
terest thereon, sold by the Real Estate Bank, to the amount of $2,- 
195,550 00. What amount of notes was then in eirculation, we 
are uninformed. it is fair, however, to presume, if] in six years 
after her assignment, the bank had not absorbed her circulation, 
she will not, in the remaining time allotted her, under the deed 
of assignment, be enabled to collect in the residue of ker out- 


Standing circulation, together with all her bonds., This, how- 


ever, must rest upon conjecture; in the absence of authentice in- 
formation. 
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Hf this bank shall have been managed as well as the State - 
Bank has been, (and we have no reason te presume that it bas 
been managed better:) she will leave ‘a debt of about one million 
dollars, to be paid by the State. 

By this method,. we arrive at a tolerably correct estimate of 
the amount of the Slate debt, when all the resources of the two 
banks shall be exhausted ; and for convenience, we, will set down 
the amount, in round numbers, at $2,800. 000, In order, how- 
ever, that a more authentic conclusion may be arrived at, I 
would recommend that you cause (if possible) a thorough inves- 
tigation to be made into the affairs and condition of the Real 
Estate Bank, to the end that the State and the. community may 
know her true condition. If wise counsels have prev ailed, 
it is due to those having the management of this- institution, that 
it,should be made khown. If the contrary, so much the greater 
reason that the State, the party most interested, should cause 
this investigation to be made, and steps taken to secure herself 
against further injury. 

= I have set down the State debt at two millions dollars. It 
“may be more; it can scarcely be less. There is not a citizen, I 
apprehend, in „the State of Arkansas, who is not prepared to 
‘acknowledge its justness, and concur with me,in saying that 
the State is bound, by every principle governing contracts, to 
_~ase‘all the means in her power to pay it to the last cent. The 
spirit of repudiation can fine ‘no advocates in Arkansas—no 
resting place in the hearts of her citizens. But the disposition _ 
and the ability to discharge our liabilities, are two things; one - 
we have—let us see what are our prospects for the other. | 

We possess no other source of revenue than that arising from 
taxation. By reference to the report of the Auditor of State, it 
will appear that the total amount of taxable property in the 
State, is valued at $34,935,885, and that an assessment of one- 
fourth of one per cent. is now necessary to defray the ordinary 
expenses of the State government, and an equal sum is levied - 
for county purposes—making one- half of one per cent., or fifty 
eents on every hundred doHars’ worth of property owned in the 
State—a tax already appressive upon the people, and submitted 
to, alone, from the necessity of the ease. This amount of revenue, 
if must be understoed, is consumed in the ordinary expenses of 
the State government; not one dollar being appropriated to edu- 
eational purposes, internal improvements, or other improvements 
af our social or natural conditions; and not one dollar, in justice 
to the State, can be appropriated to the payment of the accruing 
interest upon our State debt. 

To pay the interest on this debt of $2,000,000, at six per cent., 
rating, for convenience,.the taxable property of the State at $35,- 
000,000, weuld require a levy of thirty-four cents on the hundred 
dollars’ worth of property; and. to discharge the principal in - 
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-twenty years, would require an additional levy of twenty-eight 
cents on the hundred dollars ;) making a levy of sixty-two cents 
on the hundred dollars, in’ addition to the sum already levied. — 
Add to this the amount now levied, and it would increase it.to 
eighty-seven cents on the hundred ‘dollars, for State purposes. 
Add, again, 25 cents on the hundred dollars, the amount gene- 
rally levied for county purposes, a poll-tax of one dollar upon 
every male inhabitant of lawful age, including road, corporation, 
and other taxes, now collected in different portions of the State, 
and we have a levy of at least one dollar and fifty cents on eve- 
ry hundred dollars’ worth of property owned in the State—a bur- 
hen too enormous to be borne by any community, and one, in 
y opinion, to which the people of Arkansas are at this time, 
nprepared to submit Should you, as their representatives, 
ttempt to provide for its levy and collection, you would be unsus- 
ained by your constituents, I have no doubt; and the act would 
tand a dead letter in your statute book. The people, in self- 
efenee, would resist its enforcement. And, were it submitted 
o, its inevitable tendency would be to drive every man of prop- 
rty from the State, and déter others from emigrating to it; leav- 
ing the cohclusion irresistible, that in a short period of time, the - 

tate would be depopulated, the wealth now here would leave 
s, and for ever preclude the-possibility of being enabled to pay 
this debt. I have based this‘calculation upon amounts in some 
instances assumed, as in the case of the Real Estate Bank; and 
the value of property in the State, for convenience, was-.stated 
t $35,000,000, when in fact, it is under that amount. All these 
mounts are sufficiently accurate, however, for practical purpo- 
s. Ihave made no allowance for the probable increase of prop- 
ty in the State for the next twenty years; because I apprehend 
e expenses of the State will keep pace with- the increase of 
venue under the present levy. 
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-| This is a dark and gloomy picture of our pecuniary condition ; 
ah unenviable position to assign the State—that State, too, with 

hose honor and prosperity is identified*every earthly aspiration 
of my soul; upon whose fair name depends whatever of reputa- 
tion and character I may have won for my self, by a life spent 
upon her soil and in her service. lrepeat, itis a gloomy picture, 
which it affords me no pleasure to contemplate; and had I per- 
mitted a conviction of my duty to give way to my. private feel- 
ings and State pride, I should have passed these unpleasant truths 
by in silence, leaving to those who shall succeed me, thé unpleasant 
task which | have attempted to perform. Our publid tunctiona- 
riés have too long shrunk from responsibility, acting upon the 
principle that ‘sufficient for the day is the evil thereof.” The 
time has arrived in the history of affairs, when unpleasant re- 


sults are to be made known, and misfortunes are to be looked 
in |the face. = 
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This exhibition of our true condition, I have deemed myself 
called upon to make, by every principle of good faith, which 
should govern a public functionary. I have attempted to state 
the facts- connected with our indebtedness, our inability to pay 
the debt, and the opinon of the community touching its justness, 
and their disposition to pay in a plain and concise manner. 

We are in debt, we acknowledge the justness of the liability, 
and frankly-say we are unable to pay; and whatever steps may 
be taken upon the subject, must be left to future legislation. 

In point of natural advantages, we stand unrivalled by any 
State or nation’on earth. Our climate is pleasant and healthy ; 
our soil unsurpassed in fertility, and adapted to the growth of 
those productions in which consists a nation’s wealth. By their 
happy diversity, we are enabled, in one section, to rear abund- 
ant crops of corn, wheat and other descriptions of grain; while, 
in the south, we have before us wide fields of the great southern 
staple, as superior in quality as it is prolific inits growth. And 
it is only stating, what is universally conceded by all well inform- 
ed upon the subject, that no country offers greater advantages to 
the farmer and planter, than Arkansas. Our entire eastern bor- 
der is washed by the great Father of Waters; while at suitable 
and convenient, distances, the whole State is intersected by nav- 
igable streams bringing the advantages of commerce and naviga- 
tion to the very door-steps of almost every man. In conjunction 
with these great natural advantages, the daily. developement of 
mineral wealth of the State, opens a prospect inviting to capitalists 
and enterprising men, and must soon become a source of substan- 
tial wealth and increasing population. The investigations made, 
- have yielded results far exceeding the sanguine expectations of ° 
the most credulous. Extensive mines, of both lead and iron ore, 
have been discovered in various portions of the State, equalling 
in-Fichness any discoveries of a similar character; in many in- 
stances, so tavorably located, with regard to navigation and fa- 
cilities for working them, as to give them peculiar value. Large 
deposits of slate, of the finest quality, have been discovered on 
the Ouachita river, and elsewhere throughout the State, and are 
now being worked with great profit to the enterprising individ- 
ual who has .made the first experiment in the ‘manufacture of ` 
this production in the State. Marble, granite, and other forma- 


tions, have been discovered, which may be rendered useful for 


building and other purposes. Fields of bituminous coal may be 
found upon the very banks of our principal rivers, their extent 
needing but to be ascertained, to render them here, as they have 
ever been elsewhere, a source of great revenue.~ By the proper 
developement of these natural elements of prosperity and wealth, 
what is to prevent us, in a few years, from taking our position 
side by side with the leading States of the Union ? 

It has been shown, that our climate is pleasant, our soil pro- 
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ductive, our navigable rivers more numerous and more conve- 
niehtly dividing the State than can be-found elsewhere, and the 
prospect of mineral wealth scattered over the State, from one - 
extremity to the other, awaiting only the hand'of science to 
point out its precise locality and ascertain its extentjand qual- 
ity,|to enlist labor and enterprise in its developement. It is 
a truth incontrovertible, that wherever such advantages and in- 
ducements for profitable investment; are made known, the means 
and|the agents to -transmute them into gold, will not long be 


> 


wanting. LaS 
Turn to California, acquired by this government within the 
last |three years. With the news of her acquisition, |came the 
story, bearing the impress of romance upon its face, of her mines 
.and her wonderful treasures. Without a government; without 
laws| unable to offer protection for either life or property, to 
‘those who she invited to her bosom—yet, thousands were seen 
. upon| the march, and never, since the days of the crusades, have 
such multitudes been seen, moved by one impulse, as have made 
._their way across mountains, ‘plains, and deserts to the far off 
Ophit of the Pacific. If-reported mineral wealth of California, 
remote as she is from any portion of the civilized world, with so 
many, obstacles and dangers to surmount in reaching her, is 
made|accessible by the hope of gain, why should we not, occu- 
ying| the very centre of the most enlightened and enterprising 
hatio upon earth, lacking not one natural element of greatness’ 
enjoyed by. the most prosperous of the States—expect a like in-- 
flux of population and wealth, when we shall in a proper man- 
ner make known our superior resources? If, however, we remain 
inactive, and treat all these valuable gifts of nature with so little. 
consideration, as not even to bestow upon them an examina- 
an we reasonably expect private enterprise, having no 
with the State, or interest in her prosperity, to. under- 
take a| task deemed by our legislature either unworthy of their 
attention, or too gigantic to be undertaken by them? 
It is|your duty, as faithful guardians of the people’s interests, 
to examine into this subject, and take such action as will pre- 
sent to the world our superior advantages. We must: move, 
and that speedily, upon this subject, if we would not see- our- 
selves a barren waste, in the midst of prosperity; an arid spot 
in a fertile garden. This is an age of advancement; and, unless 
‘we keep pace with it, we can but expect to be left in the rear 
of those States, far below us in every thing with which nature 
can enrich. | -à Se 
Believing that it is not yet too late, by a proper application 
of the means in our hands and the developement of the resour- 
ces at dur command, to take that position among the States of 
this Union, so much to be desired, and for which nature has 
manifestly designed us, I deem it my duty, as it is my pleasure, 
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to recommend to your favorable consideration the adoption of 
certain measures, which the interest of the State demands. 

I would recommend- that speedy and efficient means be pro- 
vided to procure a thorough geological survey of the State, by 
some man of ability and reputation. Every consideration of pub- 
lic policy and public expectation, dem inds this at your hands; 
becanse it is known, that nothing is wanting to give us the only 
elements of greatness which we need—population and wealth— 
but that our resources should be made known; and in no other 
way can this be so efficiently done as by causing our mineral 
wealth’ to be made known to the world inian, authentic man- 
ner. 

There can be no objection urged to the immediate adoption of 
these measures on the ground of our pecuniary embarrassment. 
Ow the contrary, I maintain, that, instead of this contemplated 
survey, being a drain upon the treasury of:the State, it will, in 
the course of a few years be the source of increased revenue.— 
Ours is 2 system of ad valorem taxation, and, as a natural con- 
sequence, the greater the amount of property subject to taxa- 
tion, the lighter the burthen must fall upon the community in 
collecting a given sum. This proposition I hold to be not more 
true, than that a thorough survey and report of the geological 
character of this State will attract labor and capital; thus giving 
us two essential elements of greatness. . 

By an act of Congress, approved on the Ath Sept., 1841, a dona- 
tion ef 500,000 acres of land was made to the State.of Arkansas, by 
the general government, for the purpose, as it is expressed, “of aid- 
ing the State in the construction of Internal Improvements. By ac- 
cepting this grant, the State made herself a party to a contract, by 
which she is bound to expénd the funds arising from the sale of these 
lands, upon works ofa public character, under the control, by natur- 
al inference, of the State or her agents: Asa condition annexed to 
this grant, the general government reserved the privilege of using such 
‘public works as might be constructed, free of charge. These rights 
the State gudrantied to her. -How, then, can she comply with her 
` engagements, if she gives up to another the entire control over this 
fund? True, it may be said, that the counties, in this instance, may 
be held by the State, responsible for the fulfillment of these obligations 
‘on her part; yet we leave it open to the supposition, that those to - 
whose charge we have imparted this trust, may regard their obligations 
to us, as lightly as we appear to have done to the general govern- 
ment. 

By reference to the concise and satisfactory report of the Land 
Agent, it will be seen that all the land conveyed by this grant to the 
State, has been located, and, with the exception of 110 79.100 acres, 
confirmed and title vested in the State. | l 

Of these lands, two hundred and ninety-one thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-two and ninety-eigzht hundredths acres have been

to improve and render available every avenue to an increase of wealth. 


and prosperity, which you can command. 

‘It has been shown, that ours is a Slate possessing no ordinary ad- ` 
vantages, requiring but the attention of an enterprising people to be | 
directed to them in an enlightened and scientific manner, together with | 
such aid as you may reasonably afford, at once to insure her prosper- | 
ity. Transpiring cvents, and the spitirt controlling and direcing pub- 
lic enter prise, in the neighboring States, admonish us to speedy and 
decisive action on our part. Other States are constr ucting roads, and 
improving their great internal facilities for inter communication, while 
we remain inactive. Almost every State has in operation, or in pro- 
gress, some great work of Internal Improvement. We have none.— 
The very eléments have been rendered subservient to the will of 
man. Long lines of telegraph may be seen stretched out from one 
extremity of those States to the other, accomplishing, in moments, the 
work of days. Yet we can boast of no attempt at such progt fs 
We still plod along as our forefathers did, when science and public 
spirit kay fettered by the hand of ignorance and superstition. 

By enlentened legislation, and a wise system of Internal Improv- 
ments, the extremes of some of the largest States have been brought 
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together, and their varied interests identified. Yet, different sections 
of our State are as far asunder, and their local interests continue al- 
most as distinct, as when, centuries ago, it was only known as the 
hunting ground of the Indian. This is a dark and mortifying picture 
of our condition; but it is my duty to present it to you undisguised. 
It is your province to give it brightness and beauty. 

The system of distribution, as it Now exists, cannot, in my opinion, 
effect any permanent good. "The law providing for the disbursement 
of this fund tothe counties, provides for the election of five commis- 
sioners, in each county, making m all, two hundred and fifty-five, 
whio shall receive one dollar for each day they are in session, “Besides 


‘the expense necessarily incurred in the discharge of the duties of their 


offices”—allowing them to be the sole judges of the time they are to 
remain in session. - In addition to this, one of their number is to be 
elected treasurer, who will receive, not only the compensation allow- 
ed him es commissioner, but one and a half per cent. on the dividend 
paid to his county. This fund may be loaned out, and how much 
will be lost by bad debts, and “other casualties, we may safely infer 
from observations upon other pecuniary transactions. When it be- 

comes necessary that this money so loaned, must be collected, by an 

attorney, he, too, must be paid; overseers and agents, surveyors and 
engineers, in each county, mustbe paid. Locating Agents bave been 

paid by the State for selecting the Jands;-a Land Agency, bas been, 
and must be, kept open, and the agent paid; atate Collector is em- 
ployed, and must be paid; to say nothing of thé amount spent litigat- . 
ing in the different, tribunals, from the Justice of the Peace to ‘the 

Supreme Court, in the form of fees, to justices, constables, ‘clerks 
and sheriffs. Investigate the character of this fund, so distributed, 
and trace it in all the perils and dangers of its way through the hands 
of more than four hundred public officers, lawyers and agents, and 
you will discover that, slowly, if you choose. but surély, it will melt 
away at every stage of its march, from the Land Agent, first em- 
ployed, to the laborer upon the public works. Then tell me how 
much will ever reach its intended destination, and what good, in the 
form of Internal Improvements, can. ever result, either to the State 
or counties? 

The fund, at best, is small—sufficient, however, to do much good, 
if kept together, and wisely disbursed—but, when divided among the 
counties, and diminished by the payment of sich a host of officers, 
with all the incidental expenses and losses to which it will be liable, 
it is so reduced that the amount realized, by each county, will be too 
inconsiderable to render useful improvements practicable. If objects 
of importance be commenced, the fund will be exhausted before they 
can, be compeled; the works will fall into ruin for the want of means 
to finish them, and keep them in repair; and thus the ultimate ten- 
dency of this system is plainly manifest. 

In view of this state of facts, I have deemed it my duty, urgently 
to recommend the repeal or material modification of the law passed 
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_at the last session of the General Assembly, on this subject, so that 
this fund may again become a State fund, and bé disbursed under the 
‘direction of her agents, upon works of a public character, and inac 
cordance with the spirit and meaning of the grant. |- 
To the objection urged against a general system of Internal Im- 
provements in this State, that some particular sections may derive im- 
mediate advantages, to the exclusion of others, it may be. answered, 
ihat those eounties or neighborhoods receiving the least benefit under 
a State system of improvements, would derive far more than the mest 
favored could expect, under the system now in operation. Every 
improvement resulting in the welfare of the State at large, inures in- 
directly to the different counties; and should the State derive the ad- 
vantages claimed for her, by the system now recommended, the 
amount, in dollars and cents, saved to each county, by the decrease 
of taxation, will, in a few years, exceed ten-fold, the amount now . 
due them out of the Internal Improvement fund. 

The proposition is clear to my “mind, that, should our rivers be im- 
proved, roads constructed through the State, commencing at the most 
eligible points, and our mineral resources properly developed, our 
population will increase to such an extent that the most reluctant will 
be forced to yield the point against the distribution policy. Popula- 
tion and wealth are necessary to constitute a great State; and I hold, 
that, under the present system, we cannot expect the one or attain the 
other, while, by a judicious policy on your part, we may secure 
both. . o 

There can be no higher or more holy obligation resting upon the 
law-making power, than the enccuragement of Education. Under 
our form of government, and the peculiar institutions established 
‘among us, this is a duty, the neglect of which is not‘only an omission, 
but a positive wrong—a flagrant neglect of one of the most important 
trusts confided by the people to their representatives. We regard it 
as a principle incontrovertibly true, that the safety and advancement 
of every country depend upon the education of the people. The 
‘legislator who can permit a generation, into whose hands the reins of 
this government must pass, to grow up without enjoying the opportu- 
nities of obtaining an education, which might have been afforded by 
the law-making power, entails upon himself a fearful responsibility. 

In view of these facts, the General Government donated to the 
State of Arkansas seventy-two sections of land, “to aid her in estab- 
lishing and endowing a Seminary of Learning.” In January, 1846, 
Congress, in compliance with the memorial of the Legislature of Ar- 
kansas, passed an act placing these lands at her disposal; and, under 
the sanction of this law, ‘an act.was passed by the last General Ag- 
sembly, distributing this’ fund to the counties, for Common School 
purposes; thus for ever abandoning the scheme of a State Seminary, 
and placing all the means donated to the State, for that purpose, be- 
yond her control. A more unwise and injudicious act never, perhaps, 
found favor in the sight of any deliberative assembly. I deem it un- 
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wise, because I conceive‘no other plan than that at first contemplated 
by Congress, can at present be made available in our State, for an 
extended system of education.. 

All experience proves that the Common School system, when at- 
tempted in a country so. sparsely populated as ours, has failed. This 
has been the result even where the fund was large, and accumula- 
- tive. What, then, must be the inevitable result of the experiment 

we are about to try, when our fund is a mere pittance, at best, and 
must grow less? To prove this, I need only refer to such older 
States as Kentucky, Tennessee, &c. ; 

The fund undivided; was small; but, by prudent management, 
sufficiently large to render efficient aid in the establishment of one, 
or, perhaps, two or three seminaries, at different points in the State. 
But, divide it into fifty-one parts, and you give to each a poor pit- 
tance, useless for any purpose whatever; and, asa natu¥al conse 
quence, must be speedily consumed, without the accomplishment of 
the least possible good. . 

I furthermore entertain the firmest conviction, that the amount of 
means necessary to educate all the children in Arkansas, under the 
common schoo! system. would be sufficient to instruct the children in’ 
either of the New England States; for the reason, that there, where 
they have had seminaries of learning in successful operation for years, 
the whole community is filled with thoroughly educated men, pre- 
pared to take the place of teachers, and, as a consequence, can be 
employed much cheaper than here; together with the fact, that as 
common schools are to be established, in some degree, with reference 
to the geographical extent of the country, a large State, like ours, 
‘would require a greater number of schools to bring their benefits within 
the reach of all, than would be necessary in a smaller State though 
more densely populated. If I am correct in this, now futile will be 
the attempt to follow in the foot-steps of those old States, which time, 
and a previous system of mental training, have prepared for the suc- 
cess of such a mode of education—when they have millions where 
we have thousands—where almost. every young man has been pre- 
pared in such seminaries for the occupation of a teacher—when we 
neither have educated young men who will devote themselves to 
such a pursuit, nor the institutions to prepare them? 

In all thinly settled countries, the people must, in a great measure, 
rely upon private enterprise for the rudiments of education; and, as 
I conceive, all you can, at this time, do for the cause of education, 
is to establish one or more seminaries of learning, offering the advan- 
tages of a liberal education to those who may desire it; and let the. 
means at your command be disposed of in such a. manner as to reduce — 
expenses, as much as possible, and thereby bring its important advan- 
tages within the reach of the greatest number. By this means, we 
will have the seeds of intelligence sown in every neighborhood in the 
State, and the public mind will be prepared to foster and assist every 
effort to promote a cause so important. 
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Entertaining these views, | cannot too strongly recommend the 
propriety—the almost absolute necessity—of- chartering-and taking 
under the special care of the State, one or more Seminaries of Learn- 
ing, at some: point er points the most suitable in the State. If means 
cannot otherwise be. obtained, repeal the law passed at the last session 
of the Legislature, distributing the proceeds of the sale of the seven- 
ty-two sections of land. os 

I know this system will meet with some objections. What human 
institution will not? We are told, without the slightest warrant of 
authority, “that -Little Rock must, ef course, be the location of the ` 
proposed institution; and that it may stand there a monument of State 
pride, and an ornament to the city, but that no practical good will 
result to the people.” » To this L answer, if you can consent that your 
actions; as representatives ef the people, shall be controlled by such 
feelings as these, I fear the time has not yet arrived when we may 
look with confidence to the Legislature ef our State, to raise the dark - 
curtain of ignorance that has so long hung over us, stifling every ef- 
fert at mental, meral.and political advancement. This Seminary 
need not be at Little Rock; and you cannot establish and keep it in 
existence, without its being.ptoductive of immense good. 

Finally, should we apply the rule of..dollars and cents-in testing 
the correctness of this, as we have of other principles, the great neces- 
sity of the existence of some system of education withia our own 
State, will be manifest. S . 

The immense sums of money borne away from this State, annu- 
ally, and poured into the lap of fereign institutions, if kept at home, 
would, in a few years, be sufficient to educate, free of charge thou- 
sands, who must now go uninstructed. ` 

These three subjects—a Geological survey of the State—the estab- 
lishment of a general system of Internal Improvement—recommend- 

the repeal of the distribution law, and a system of education to 
be established, to effect which the repeal of the law distributing the 
seventy-two section fund is contemplated—when taken separately, 
are of the first importance to the people; but, combine them as a 
whole, and their adoption or rejection becomes but another name for 
the prosperity or degradation of the State. . 

Since your adjournment, the Penitentiary ‘has been, in part, de- 
stroyed by fire. ‘Two of the convicts, who had succeeded in making 
their escape from the cells, in which they were confined at night, - 
communicated fire to the roof of the main building. The contractor 
and those in his employ, made every effort to arrest the flames, but 
in vain, until all the combustible materials about the building had 
been consumed. It may admit of doubt whether, with proper vigi- 
lance and precaution, this misfortune might not have been prevented. 
- The strictest vigilance should be required of those having chaige of 
this institution, as the slightest relaxation of discipline will endanger 
the lives of those in charge, and involve the State in pecuniary loss. 
For further and more minute details of this affair, together with the 
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management and operations of the Penitentiary, I refer you to the 
report of the Superintendent, herewith transmitted. 
The contractor, upon his own responsibility, has re-coveréd a por- 
tion of the buildmg, in order to preserve the walls and cells, in which 
the prisoners have been, from necessity; confined, from the injurious 
effects of exposure to the weather. ft will be for you to determine 
what compensation he shall receive for his labor and expenses in this 
particular. | 
In September last, a portion of the prisoners revolted, and attempt- 
ed to escape.. The movement was discovered in time to be arrested. 
These frequent attempts to escape, by revolts and destroying the build- 
ings, can be attributed to no other cause than the insecure condition 
of the buildings, tending rather to invite revolts and insubordination, 
than to discourage them, by cutting off all hope of eseape. To con- 
tinue this institution, under such arrangements as have heretofore ex- 
isted, cannot fail to fix the Penitentiary, for all time to come, asa 
constant drain upon the treasury, and would seem to evince an ab- 
sence of any thing like prudent legislation. This has been the case 
since the day of its establishment, and will continue so to be until dif- 
ferent counsels prevail, and a method more fixed and determinate: 
shall have been adopted. The buildings have been of a temporary 
and inferior class, and the appropriations so made and directed, as to 
authorize the expenditure of large sums of money to very little purpose 
The Penitentiary system, in my opinion, must be abandoned,-in 
justice to the State, or something resolved upon more substantial in 
ts character. We cannot pursue the former course, without turning 
‘out upon society a band of desperate and reckless men; whe will, in 
all probability, return to their career of crime. Then, as the only 
alternative, liberal appropriations must be made, and efficient means 
adopted, to rebuild the institution, either anew, or by reconstructing 
it upon a more liberal plan, thereby placing it beyond the power of. 
the inmates, either to destroy the buildings, or to make their escape. 
I have not ceased to hope that the Penitentiary can be rebuilt and 
conducted in such a manner that it will no longer remain an expense 


` to the State, but, in time, beeome a source of revenue. 


in relation to the .pardoning power; E have deemed it. my duty, 
under circumstances as they have been presented to me, to exercise . 
it in but two instances, where the convicts had any length of time to: 
serve; and in two or three instances, where their term of imprison- 
‘ment was about expiring, after having conducted themselves well, in. 
order that they might be restored to their rights as citizens. I have 
deemed it my duty to exercise this right, under a very humane pro- 
vision of the Constitution, thus seldom, under the conviction that the 
proper tribunal to determine the guilt or innocence of an individual, 
is a jury of the country, and when they have, with all their sympa- 


. thies enlisted on the side of mercy, pronounced a verdict of guilty, I 


feel no disposition to interfere with their finding, unless in cases of 
manifest injustice. Eo 


| 
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Within the last quarter ofa century, the character of legislation has 
materially changed, The spirit that once guided and controlled the 
law-making power, no longer obtains. When the privileged few le- 

gislated for the many, the debtor was.at the mercy of the creditor.— 
He could control his property, incarcerate -his person, and starve his 
family; and never was the strangling grasp of the relentless creditor, 
weakened upon the throat of the unfortunate debtor, until, by the aid 
of reason, directed by the light of science, the massés were upraised 
nearer to a level with the moneyed few, and taught that, as ` govern- 
ments were supported hy, them, they had a right to demand just such 
a goverament as would best protect and guard their interests. _ 

Much was obtained for the people at the organization of our Fed- 
eral and State Governments. Much more has been obtained since. 
Then the people were thought competent to select a: few of their off- 
cers. Many were selected for therm, upon the principle that they 
knew not what suited them best. This monstrous political heresy has’ 
been successfully assailed and overthrown. Many of the States, and 
‘ours amongst the number, have evinced a disposition to concentrate 
all power in the hands of the people, as its only légitimate resting 
place. Believing, as I do, that we are better governed by the many, 
than we have ever been by the few, I would recommend that the 
Constitution be so amended as to require every State and county of- 

ficer to be elected by the people. Experience proves that wherever 
this policy has been adopted and fairly tested, it has worked well. 

The doctrine of imprisonment for debt has been exploded and no 
longer remains a disgrace upon our Statute books, and a blot upon 
the records of our courts of justice. In this, much has been gained 
in the cause of human rights. l . 

` The time was, when one-half, and that the fairer, were utterly un- 
known in the scale of political being: They had no rights, either 
personal or political, in the.eyes of-the law. The wife and all she 
might possess became, upon marriage, the property, the mere chattel, 
of the husband, who was expected. to control, feed or starve her, as 
he chose; all under the sanction of the laws of her country. - This 
state of things,.for the sake of humanity and common sense, I re- 
joice to say, no longer exists among us. Our wives and mothers are 


. _ more elevated in the scale of being, and stand now inthe eye of the 


Jaw, upon a higher platform than our slaves and our horses. Upon 
ihese subjects we have made considerable advancement—have kept 
pace with tke improvements ef the age. But there remains one other 
subject, equally: important in its character, and as imperious in its de- 
mands upon your attention and consideration, as these—I allude to - 
the policy ef exempting the home of every man, tegether with the 
~ necessaries of life, from execution. True, the prison doors have been 
closed, and no longer stand the instrument of oppression in the hands ` 
of the malignant creditor, the civil authorities can no longer be made 
instrumental in crushing and ruining the unfortunate debtor. You, 
have secured to the married female certain rights, and assigned her 


Ay 
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a place in society more worthy of her; but'you have left the unfortu- 
nate debtor still dependent upon the mercy of the unfeeling creditor, 


- for the support of his family. | 


_ The debtor is required to pay, to the uttermost farthing, what he may 
owe; yet, by the operations of the law, he is deprived of every means 
of complying with this requirement. His home, his fields, his privi- 
lege of laboring with the prospect of gain, his means of producing, 
are taken from him. Yet, he must comply with the harsh demands 
of the law. $ 

I would recommend the passage of a law, exempting from execu- 


‘tion the home of every man, including such an amount of land and 


other property, as may afford a maintenance for himself and family. 
While this policy cannot be questioned, when taken in eonnection 
with individual rights and interests, it is vastly more important in a 
national point of, view. Itis our nature to love what we possess; 
and, as the permanency of all free governments, like ours, depends ~ 
upon the attachment, the love, which her citizens bear for her, it 
should be the first policy of the government to secure to the greatest 
number possible, a home—a personal interest in the soil. In no 
other way can. the nation seeure the firm and enduring affection of. 


the people to a greater extent. This home should be so guarded ang- 


protected, that no misfortune or act of its owner, other than a volun- 


tary relinquishment, could deprive him of it. I submit this subject 


for your consideration, with the firmest conviction of the correctness 


of its policy, and the propriety of its adoption. 


By examining into the laws, providing for the colleetion, safe-keep- 
ing, and disbursement, of the public funds, they. will be found great- 
ly defective, and inadequate to protect the State against peculation and 
fraud: The Auditor’s office should, at all times, exhibit a full state- 
ment of every transaction involving the pecuniary interest of the 
State. The books in this office should ever stand a sure and prompt 
detector of errors and misconduct in other departments, having con- 
trol of the public moneys. ‘The checks and restraints thrown around 
the public officers, amount to a very uncertain protection of the State 
against unfaithful agents. Neither the treasurer, or other officers 
charged with the collection of public money, should be authorized 
to consummate any settlement for the receipt of moneys due the State, 


‘without first causing to be filed a full statement of the whole trans- 


action in the Auditor’s office; nor should any receipt, given by the 
treasurer or other officer, for money due the State, unless filed with 
the auditor, be evidence sufficient to charge such officer with the 
same, or release the party from his liability. 

The greatest attention should be given to this subject, and the most 
rigid investigation had into all public transactions. Good policy de- 
mands that all public officers should be held to a strict accountability. 

It is not unfrequently the case; that assessors fail to “make out and 
return” their assessment lists within the time prescribed by law which 
always produces great confusion in the auditor’s office, and great fis- 
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cal derangement, and often pecuniary loss, to the State. Under sec- 
tion 31, of chap. 139, of the Digest, a failure to -returm the assessment 
list by a given day, operated as. a forfeiture of office; and it was 
made the duty of the Executive to declare the office vacarit, and pro- 
ceed to fill the vacancy as the law might prescribe. 

An attempt was made to enforce thislaw. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court, and, by a course of reasonmg perhaps under- 
stood by the learned Judges themselves, a point, involving this princi- 
ple, was determined unconstitutional. If this decision be correct, ne> 
cessity and the public interest demand a change of the Constitution, 
so that all objections to its rigid enforcement may be obviated. If, 
however, there exist no constitutional objections, as is the prevailing 
opinion, some method should be devised by which the State shall 
have the benefit of its salutary provisions. Without some such law, 
the revenue will not, indeed, cannot be collected. “i 
-Other valuable suggestions are contained in the able and compre- 
hensive report of the Auditor, to which J invite your attention, and 

ask for them an attentive consideration. | 
The last Legislature repealed the law prescribing the time of hold- 
ing the election for members of Congress. The Census is now be- 
ing taken, preparatory to a new apportionment. From the ‘best in- 
formation I can obtain, this State’ will be entitled to two members in 
the House of Representatives. In connection with the action you 
may deem necessary on this subject, you will provide for such a con- 
ingency, and so district the State, that each division may be as near- 
ly equal in population as circumstances will permit. N 
A law was passed at the last session of Congress, granting to the 
-Xtate of Arkansas, all the swamp and overflowed lands, made unfit 
thereby for cultivation, within her limits, remaining unsold on the 
48th Sept. last. If the construction is given to this law, which its_ 
language would seem to warrant, it is truly a valuable donation. =~ 
i The action upon this subject has been so recent that I have been 
nable to form, in my own mind, any well digested system of opera- 
tion, which I would be willing to recommend for your adoption. I 
leave you to take such action on the subject as the interest of the 
tate may demand. , } 

Could I, consistently with a sense of my duty, close this commu- 
eee without reference to questions of a national character, or 
other subjects than those immediately connected with our domestic 
interests, 1 would here gladly conclude. Nothing but considera- 
tons of deep moment, involving results of vital importance, could in- 
duce me to divert your attention fora moment from those great ques- 
. tions of home policy, so impériously demanding action at your hands. 

But the question of slavery, which has for months agitated this 
ination, from one extremity to the other, presents an issue for reflec- 
tion and decision, alarming in its character, and more urgently re- 
q liring calm and serious deliberation, than the most weighty meas- 
ares of State policy. i 


a 
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The people look to you, as the representatives of the State, for se- 


curity and protection, And the State, upon her part, must depend 
apon the General Government, in a great degree, for the enjoyment 
of many of those advantages essential to her prosperity. The mu- 
tual rights of the State and Federal Governments, should be most 
scrupulously regarded. Should the general government attempt to 
usurp authority, and exercise .powers, not granted to her, derange- 
ment and confusion must inevitably result.. So, when the States in- 
terfere with jurisdictions strictly national, the ability of the govern- 
ment to protect the interests fer which she was created, is weakened. 
There is a power inherent in the States, with which they have not, 
and cannot, part, to rebuke and arrest every attempt, on the part of 
the General Government, to transcend these limits assigned her by 
the Constitution. The States may exercise doubtful powers, wher 
the common welfare demands it; because they are independent of all 
controlling powers. Notso with the general government. Her path- 
way is marked out, and her duties defined. She cannot deviate from 
the one, or transcend the other, without being guilty of usurpation. 
When the sovereign States, now composing this nation, by mutual 
agreement, consented to part with certain of their powers, to be ex 
ercised by a General Government, in order that they might obtain 
that strength, ever resulting from a harmonious union of resources, it 
cannot be contendéd that they did not retain the power to annul that 
Union, to abrogate the compact ,whick bound them together, when- 
ever the Union failed to answer the ends for which it was established. 


The States must be sovereign, or they are dependent; if the former, - 


we may boast of a republican and free government. If the latter, we 
may expect a despotism more absolute than the Autocracy of Russia. 
The question must now be determined. ‘The contest thus far has. 
resulted in favor of central power. Ft is time our position should be 
known. As the South failed to obtain her rights, by inaction and de- 
lay, so may we be robbed of our independence, by like procrastina- 
tion. The union of the North with the General Government, upon 
the slavery question, presents a formidable alliance against us, requir- 
ing us to do battle, not only for our rights of property, but for our- 
very existence as a Sovereign State. _ 
Our right to hold property in slaves, is clearly recognized in the 
Constitution; and the right to regulate and control that property, is 
reserved to the States. Yet Congress, by her action, has evinced a 
disposition to wrest that controlling power from their hands; and, 
when the plain provisions of the Constitution are placed before her, a 
“higher law” than this, is deelared to exist: True, there may be 
but few who are willing to avow this monstrous doctrine. So it was 
upon the subject of abolition, but a few years since. Now, a majori- 
tty of this nation, if we may judge by the action of Congréss, upon 
she admission of California into the Union as a State, entertain these 
sentiments, and act accordingly. 
California was acquired by the blood and treasure of the North and 


r 
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the South, jointly; and both the slave-holder and the free-soiler held an 
‘equal interest in the acquisition. Each had the same right to remove 
there, and take every species of property recognized by the Constitu- 


-tion of the United States. Yet the federal executive, in ihe absence 


of all law and precedent; supported by northern abolitionists, has 
thought proper to incite a few adventurers and aliens, to go through 
the miserable farce of holding a Convention,and forming a Constitution, 
to the end that he might be extricated from a labyrinth of conflicting 
pledges, disreputably made to secure the Presidency, and that slave- 
ty might be for ever excluded from her limits. True, this exclusion 
is contained in the Constitution of California, and while we would 
concede the right of her Convention, had it been convened in accord- 


ance with law and precedent, to incorporate such provisions in her. 


Constitution as her interests might demand, we deny the right of the 


General Government to effect, by management and trickery, what 


she could not accomplish by fair and direct means. 

' But, the ded has been consummated, and, however unjustly it 
may operate upon the South, the question may well be asked, whe- 
ther we now have the means of redress within our power? The time 
was, When, had the South presented an unbroken front in the de- 
mand of her rights, she could have secured them. But, by divis- 
ions in her ranks, this period was suffered to pass. If we could not 


unite in opposing wrongs, when only threatened; if we could not pre 


vent the admission of California inte the Union ; how can it be ex- 


pected that we would unite in redressing those wrongs, when they 
have received the sanction of law? Can we deem it possible to drive 
California from the Union, or coerce her to admit slavery within her 
limits? If not, what could we possibly gain by resistance? How 


improve our condition by agitation? We must submit to this wrong, 


learn wisdom from the past, and in future meet and repel aggress- 


ions at the threshold. It is easier to resist threatened danger, than re- 
dress existing wrongs. | 
l But, there is another movement, more alarming in its character 
and destructive in its tendency, than all its kindred spirits of oppres- 
sion. ‘Although it isa blew aimed at the South and southern insti- 
tutions, it may, if unchecked, fall with equal force upon every State 
in the Union. I allude to the doctrine contained in the Message of 
President Filmore, threatening Texas with the military force of the 
United States. A more high handed usurpation of power was never 
attempted by despot or tyrant. We may search the Constitution in 
vain for a semblance of power authorizing the President of the United 
States to invade the soil of one of the States, armed with the milita- 
ty force of the Union; to enforce submission to a disgraceful dismem- 
berment of her territory, or the settlement of any other question. 
This is neither a mere abstraction nor a consummated wrong, but 
nly threatened, and yet, to be matured and enforced to our utter 
annihilation as sovereign States. Should Texas, in her wisdom, ex- 
eae her right to refuse the propositions made by the Gereral Gov- 
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ernment, for the settlement of her northern boundary, a conflict be- 
tween Texas and the army of the United States, is inevitable. In 
this event, what course shall we pursue? What position shall we 
occupy ?. Is there a man in the State of Arkansas, who could hesi- 
tate a moment in determining the proper course, or who would not 
be found on the side of Texas, doing battle for the cause of the South, 
the doctrine of State sovereignty, and the Constitution as it came from 
the hands of the men who framed it? The cause of Texas, in this 
conflict, must be the cause of every southern State—of every man 
who acknowledges the doctrine of the independence of the separate 
States. Self-defence will prompt us to meet and resist this eneroach- 
ment, and all federal usurpation. Permit Texas to be crushed and 
borne down by the strong arm of Federal power, and what security 
have we that the same fate may not soon befal us? Concede the: 
right of the President of the United States, to use the Army and Navy 
against one of the States of this Union, and the contest between the 
Federal and State governments is at an end for ever, and there is no 
barrier to stay the President from crushing in detail every State in this 
Union which might dare to resist his march to supreme control. Let. 
but one blow be struck, in execution of the disgraceful threat of the 
Executive, and you may no longer talk of the Constitution or the 
Union. No earthly power can preserve them. They will not be 
worth preservation. I am no disunionist. But, rather. than yield 
this principle, and concede the power to the General Government to 
enforce odedience to her unjust laws, at the point of the bayonet, } — 
would say: dissolve the Union, for there can be no security under it. 

I deem it your duty, as representatives of this State, to give an 
` expression of your views upon these questions, that whatever moral 
weight they may'carry with them, may be felt upon the side of State 
rights, and southern interests. | 

The Fugitive Slave Bill—one of the series of measures passed by 
the last Congress, and the only one in which the rights of the South 
were regarded, is meeting, with warm and determined opposition at 
the North. An effort willbe made to procure its repeal. Should it 
prove successful, the South ean no longer, with honor to herself, main- 
tain her present relations with the North. The repeal of this act is 
an undisguised declaration of the feelings and determination of the 
North; and he is a madman who can longer look for justice, or an 
observance of our rights, at their hands. The repeal of this act 
should be made to terminate the contest, and secession adopted as 
the only remedy for the evil. 

In view of existing facts, we should take a position; if possible, 
calculated to prevent a state of affairs so calamitous. But, failing in 
this, let us be prepared for the impending crisis. ` 

We have, in the South, every production requisite for either com- 
fort or luxury—every facility for manufactures—in a word, the North, 
so arrogant and unjust, with her despotic and unscrupulous majori- 
- ty, is comparatively unnecessary to the prosperity of the South. 
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But, however superior may be our advantages, and however sure 
inevitable ruin to the North would follow a separation from us, who 
could rejoice to see it? What conceivable advantage that we might 
realize, would repay us the loss of the Union? 

It should be our policy to pursue that course best calculated to pre- 
serve undisturbed those political relations upon which our unity was 
based. If the course of the North remains unchanged, these relations 
cannot long be maintained. The North should be taught the impor- 
tance of this Union, before it is too late for her to profit by the lesson, 
by the establishment, as far as practicable, of a southern non-inter- 
course system. Let this spirit be encouraged by legislative action; 
let the southern people act upon it; stimulate southern enterprize; in- 

culcate a southern spirit in our young men, by educating them at 
home; let a portion of the capital now employed in producing the 
raw material, be invested in its manufacture; let southern merchants 
purchase of southern importers, and thus encourage southern com- 
merce; let every thing be southém; let southern capital be employed 
in improving the natural resources of the South; let us refuse to pur- 
chase their fabrics, their granite, or their ice, and causes have failed 
to produce their legitimate results, if soon’a different spirit does not 
pervade the North, and find its way into the halls of Congress. 

How long can Northern manufactures flourish, when the South 
shall withdraw her patronage? She cannot manufacture, profitably, 
unless we purchase her fabrics. She cannot produce the raw materi- 
al. Then the South can enter the lists, as manufacturers, with ad- 
vantages worthy of consideration. If the whole South will unite on 
this subject, the time is not remote when we shall cease to have cause 
of complaint against our Northern brethren. A party will spring up 
in the North, who will repudiate a policy to them so certainly de- 
structive, and who, to recover their commercial standing and great- 
ness, will be forced to drive from the councils of the nation all hypo- 
critical, canting fanatics, and fill their places with statesmen and pa- 
triots. Self-interest, if not love for the Union, will prompt this move- 
ment, when they behold, in our determined and persevering non-in- 
tercourse, the blighting effects of its operations upon their country, 
and the decay and ruin that will pass over their cities.. 

We have the power to secure ourselves from further encroachments of the North, to 
preserve the Constitution, and perpetuate this Union in all its purity; surely these are > 
things worthy of your highest consideration. . - j

7. After examination, and report, each bill shall be signed by their ~ 
respective Houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives and then by the President of the Senate. i 

8. After a bill shall have been signed by the speaker of the House 
of Representatives and the President of the Senate, it shall be deliver- 
ed by the joint committee of enrollment, to the Governor, and they 
shall report to each House respectively, the day on which such bill 
or bills were delivered, which report shall be entered on the journals. 

9. When amendments are proposed to a bill in one House and 
dissented to, in the other, if either House requests a conference and 
appoints a committee for that purpose the other shall also appoint a 
committee for the same purpose; and such committee shall at a con- 
venient time, to be named by the Chairman, meet and state to each 
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other verbally or in writing, the reasons for and against the amend-

In response to the resolution passed on ihe 16th by the House, 
over which you have the honor to preside, I beg leave to state, that 
in the month of October, 1849, the Financial ‘Receiver of the State 
Bank transmitted to this office his report, from which I learned that 
Abner E. Thornton, his immediate predecessor in the office of Finan- . 
cial Receiver of the Bank, was a defaulter. That he had, when de- 
‘tected: from time to time-paid over to the Bank various sums of money 
amounting in all to about $4000‘and there was a balance of about 
$5000 remaining whch he refused to refund. - ook 

I also learned from this report, that A. E. Thornton, while an of- 
ficer in the Bank had been guilty of forgery, embezzlement, and other 
crimes by which the Bank had been‘defrauded out of large sums of 
money, immediately upon the receipt of this report, I caused a copy 
of the same to be made out and delivered to John J. Clendenin, at- 
torney general of the State o f Arkansas. 

` I herewith transmit the report of the Financial Receiver—marked 
[A.] also a copy of my letter to the attorney general, accompanying 
said report—marked [B.] l 

The day after these documents were dèlivered to the attorney gen- 
eral, I left the State, -to attend a convention to be held at Memphis 
to which I was a delegate. On my return after an absence of two- 
weeks Abner E. Thornton had left the State; learning that he had 
removed to the State of Louisiana, I made a demand upon the Go- 
vernor of that State for his delivery, and sent an agent to receive and 
bring him back. He could not be found, and is now I am informed 
in the Republic of Mexico. ` . A. 

On the 30th day of November, 1849, a copy of the accompanying 
communication marked [C.] drawn up under the provisions of law 
and signed by the Governor, and Treasurer was delivered to the at- 
torney general ordeling suit to be brought upon the official bond of 
said Thornton against his securities, ‘This has been done and sait 
is now pending. 

In the month of October, 1849, the Financial Receiver of the 
. State Bank reported to me that——notes of the Fayetteville branch 
had been barred by the Statute of limitations and as a consequence 
heavy losses have resulted to the Bank. 

Upon thé receipt of this report which is herewith transmitted 
marked [D.] believing that officers during whose term of service such 
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notes had been barred, could if afforded an opportunity satisfactorily 
explain the whole matter. I thought proper to direct the Hon. G. 
W. Clarke, who had peen appointed Bank Commissioner and char- 
ged with the duty of collecting, the assetts of the Bank and settling 
with the different officers to investigate the conduct of those who” 
had charge of the notes so barred.

Sir: In answer to your communication of yesterday’s date 
asking, on the part of the committee of ways and means, infor- 
mation as to the probable cost of furnishing the several counties 
of this State, with abstracts of the field notes of the surveys of 
the public lands within this district, I have the honor to submit 
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for their consideration the following estimate, viz: 1,600 Town- 
ships, comprising all embraced within the surveying district of 
Arkansas, at a cost of not less than $2 50 per township, makes 
the sum of $4,000, which is a very moderate estimate and is bas- 
ed upon the supposition that the State can furnish printed blanks, 
(such as are furnished this office by the Government) at an ave- 
rage cost of 5Q cents per township. " 

it may be well to state that this description of work does not 
fall, legitimately, within the scope of operations pertaining to 
this office and can only be performed by the regulur clerks, when 
not engaged in the discharge of their official duties to the Gov- 
ernment. `. 

Should it be the design of the Legislature, as indicated by the 
terms of your note, to consummate the whole of this work at 

‘once, an appriation of from 4 to $5,000 will be required, accord- 

ing to the above estimate, but should they intend to advance the 
work, progressively, as the settlement and appropriation of the 
lands advance and the exigencies of the country: may require, a 
much smaller amount (say one-fourth of the above estimate) wili 
suffice to secure abstracts of the field notes of all the appropria- 
ted lands within this State, as not exceeding one-fourth of all the 
lands have been entered or otherwise appropriated, and as many 
of the townships have not, and perhaps never will have, one 
acre of entered land within them. I would, therefore, beg leave 
to suggest, in conclusion, the propriety of obtaining from the 
Auditor of the State, a distinctive list of all the townships in 
each county, in which there are lands entered or otherwise appro-

This court having confidence in the capacity of Daniel E. 
Williams to make such investigation, from his general know- 
ledge of the land business, particularly in Hempstead county, 
and knowing the immense amount of labor required to execute 
the same, would beg leave to recommend to the next Legisla- 
ture of this State, to authorize the sheriff of Hempstead county 
to pay over to him, the said Daniel E. Williams, the back taxes 
due the State on all such lands, up to the time of furnishing the 
sheriff a list of the same.

REPORT: 
Mr President, 
The joint standing committee on ihe Penitentiary, to whom 
was referred so much of the Governor's message as refers to the Pen- 
itentiary, after having had the same under mature consideration, beg 


leave to report the following as their conclusions and determination: - 


In the investigation of the subject, they have felt it no less a duty 
than a desideratum, that they should entertain, with a full sense of 
their importance, the manifold suggestions for ‘the perpetuity; com- 
pletion, and improvement of the Penitentiary system, on the one 
hand, and its total abolishment on the other. 

- Indeed, it would seem to look but to the Arkansas Penitentiary, 
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that to make choice betwixt the two propositions, would be by no 
means a difficult, nor anunpleasant duty. 

But whilst there is being evinced, as we think, more wisdom and 
liberality, and a settled determination on the part of the legislature, 
to make the Penitentiary, what Penitentiaries are in every State, and 
what one should be, the -whole question, at once resolves itself into 
one of abstract political expediency, and sound public policy. . 

Amongst the first rudiments#of every. well organized government, 
we find engrafted provisions for the -protection of life, liberty, and 
property, and an adequate and certain punishment for an infringe- 
ment of those consecrated privileges. And.too‘surely, in the absence 
of such coercive appliances, a body politic, or social, would be bereft 
of that self-preserving principle which is the main-spring and cor- 
tection of all successful governmental associations. 

And, averse as we may be, to an effectual exercise of such rigor- 
cus authority, yet the history of all past experience, proves it confes- 
sedly indispensable. And though an inculcation of correct moral 
and religious principles—supported by an elevated standard of intel- 
lectual and educational acduirements, may in an eminent degree de- 
teriorate the character and lessen the amount of crime and misdemean- 
or, yet, we cannot hope with any degree of self-confidence, that it 
can ever be entirely extirpated and driven from the land. Then, as 
an indubitable and certain consequence, we must éither bring the 
offender to the scaffold or to disgraceful and humiliating incarcera- 
tion. And in view of the unsettled state of public opinion and di- 
versity of political sentiment, in reference to the adoption of the one 
or the other dispensation, we hope, and feel, that on our part, it 
would be by no means, considered as obtrusive or improper to enter 
somewhat into detail in the solution of this- perplexing and import- 
ant question. 

In searching for a precedent from enlightencd anterior legislation, 
we find nothing sufficiently authoritative to lead us to a conclusion, 
for such has been the contrariety of sentiment and practice, that the ex- 
amples in neither case could be relied on as furnishing a certain 
rule. a 

But from an apparently increasing public sympathy, and a daily 
manifestation in public opinion in fayor of a relaxation of unneces- 
sary and excessive rigor in adjudging retribution to the unfortunate 
offender, we conceive, we would the better fulfill public expectation, 
by declaring; that, that which no human authority has ever given—it 
should never take away. And that the ends of public justice, nor 
the proteetion of society, in -no case requires that a fellow mortal 
should be deprived of his existence, and hurled headlong into eterni- 
ty, without his agency, or consent And however susceptible of ar- 
gument—we believe the present system, on the score of mere ex- 
pediency to be.demonstrably the more efficient for the suppression of 
human crime. | 

For we know from constant observation, evinced daily in the 
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courts of the country, that many go unwhipt of justice from consgi- 
encious scruples, entertained by doubting jurors, who are unwil‘ing 
in consequence of the severe penalties to execute the law. From 
which we are led to question the propriety in any case of punishment 
by death, and we believe the legislature would not fail in the promo- 
tion of the public good, by substituting imprisonment for the “hang- 
ing by the neck,” as it seems but too palpable that as the grade or 
enormity of the offence is increased, the chances of conviction become 
much lessened—the punishment being greater, the juror must be less 
doubting until at length when it shall have obtained its ultintatum, 
escape is almost rendered certain. 

But make the punishment of such a character as will eomport with 
the conscience of every man, and the murderer will be secured— 
public vengence will be appeased, and homicide be rendered of much 
more rare occurrence. - 

And again—on the score of public economy the interrogation has 
been frequently propounded. Ts it‘not feasible and worthy of experi- 
ment, that the convicts be released from their confinemient, and 
placed upon some public work, a: public highway, for instance, or the 
erection of some embankment for the reclamation of overflowed 
lands? 

To this, it seems to us, that but one response can ever be given, 
and that is, that it would amount to an unconditional surrender of 
the prisoner. They are consigned by the judgment of their peers, 
and the laws of the land to incarceration in the Penitentiary—the 
judgment is specific, and the execution must follow as spseifically. 
If a criminal is adjudged to be hanged, he can neither be drawn and 
quartered, nor be taken to the guillotine, for the greatest beauty of the 
law, is the certainty of the law. And a statute now passed substi- 
tuting manual labor for imprisonment, would not only destroy that 
valued certainty, but be ez post facto.in its character, and in conse- 
quence unconstitutional. 

The “Habeas Corpus” would afford them an efficient and happy 
facility fot the reclamation of their once lost liberty, and society pay 
the penalty for such ill-conceived legislation. 

But suppose we abolish the Penitentiary system entirely, and ad- 
vert at once to our original laws. The present convicts numbering 
some forty.two, embodying an amount of moral turpitude unsurpass- 
ed in any age or clime, must of necessity be turned loose upon socie- 
ty, not only to the immense disparagement and discredit of the State, 
but to her great pecuniary loss and embarrassment. 

A Penitentiary code has been established and engrafted upon our 
Statute Books—grounds have been purchased—improvements have 
been made—implements, fixtures, and materials are‘on hand beside 
many other less important items—all of which must be made a sacri- 
fice to the importunate and infectious spirit of change, and immola- 
tion. Then we cannot well arrive at any other rational conclusion 
than, that the system should be continued-—and an adequate appro- 
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priation be made to place it in the progress of successful and efficient 
operation. kp 

The cominittee; by their personal inspection and examination of 
the condition of the Penitentiary, find it in a state of most deplorable 
dilapidation, and by no means falling short of what we might term 
an abomination to the land. ` 3 
- The Prison house affords no security; the cells humied, without the 
proper means of ventillation; the inmates unhealthy, filthy, and un- 
comfortable, with a-fair and increasing prospect of being buried be- 
neath the tottering ruins of the decayed and_ oscillating walls. - 

Their health being impaired by. the absence of all proper means 
foi its preservation, they are rendered worthless as ‘operatives, and 
soon become a. charge, instead of a profit, to the State. The enclos- 
ure is inefficient and temporary, offering irresistable inducements to 
iy desperate and continuous efforts for eccape,—ending in frequent 
conflagrations, assassinations and death. Whilst, on the contrary, if 
the área was properly enclosed, and in all respects protected in such 
a manner as ee beg leave presently to recommend, no such induce- 
ments would obtain, no such efforts would be made, and no such 
destruttion and dilapidation would ensue. l 

Whereupon, and in view of all of which considerations, we beg 
leave th recommend respectfully, the immediate erection of the fol- 
lowing\buildings and improvements, and that a sufficient amount 
be appropriated for the defrayment of the expenditure, to wit: A wall 
of solid masonry, built of granite, enclosing an area of three hundred 
by three hundred and fifty feet, to be five feet wide at the base, and 
terminating with a surface of at least three feet, and not less than 
eighteen high, with suitable gates to enter the same. A keeper’s 
house, out pf the same material, 25 feet long by 20 in width, two 
stories high\ with the necessary windows and fixtures. 

Also, three Work shops: one of which shall not be less than 200 
feet in length by 40 in width, and not less than 12 feet high in story, 
with windows, grates and doors of a substantial character; said build- 
ings to be covered in good style with slate. 

On making inquiry as to the probabie cost of the above work, we 
ascertained, upon what we conceive to be reliable data, that the 
whole can be completed in say seven years, adding the labor of the 
convicis, for the sum of $60,000. : i 

As a specificatior,of the plan proposed by the committee for the 
erection of the wall and buildings, we beg leave to refer to the map 
or drawing herewith submitted, which, to the extent we propose to 
go, is illustrative of the design. l 

And also, we beg leave to submit to you, as part of this rerort, a 
communication from Mr H. B. Allis, of this city, proposing to do the 
work, and, with most of \he stipulations contained in said proposition, 
we feel willing to concul; whilst there are others of such a character 
as to challenge our consent. ge 

Ist. We think the contractor should be bound unconditionally to 
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deliver, at the time specified in the contract, all work agreed to be put 
up by him, in complete and perfect order, barring in any case, all and 
every contingency, and that no damages should be paid him for the 
falling of the main building, as cited in the proposition. 

2d. That no property, employed in the progress of the work, 
should be exempt from taxation, as we propose to pay a fair equiva- 
lent for the services, and, to do more, would be gratuitious and bad 
economy. 

3d. That, by the written permit of the Governor, persons should 
be entitled to enter, and that the contractor be required, by specified 
stipulations in the contract, to treat the prisoners humanely, and, as 
far as possible, render their situation comfortable and healthful. 

The drawing furnished, js one prepared by Mr Brodie, and submit- 
ted to the preceding Legislature. Where the plan of Mr B. conficts 
with the proposition of Mr Allis, we propose to adhere to the former.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Ar- 
. kansas in General Assembly convened: . 

The undersigned Board of Commissioners for Internal Improve- 
ment for the county of Madison, State of Arkansas, beg leave to 
make the following 

REPORT: 


On the first Monday in May, 1849, they were, in accordance 
with the provisions of an act of the General Assembly, duly 
elected and qualified, and‘entered upon the discharge of their du- 
ties. The undersigned proceeded to mark out and view the route 
as designated by the act aforesaid, we commenced at the ex- 
treme- northern portion of Madison county, in the direction of 
Springfield, Missouri, and surveyed and marked out said route, 
via Huntsville, in the direction of Ozark, and to the Franklin 
county line. We then proceeded, in compliance with the pro- 
visions of the act above referred to, to employ hands and open 
out said road; and we deem ourselves fortunate in being able to 
report to your honorable body, that we have completed the same 
in good passable order to the point where said road intersected 
the road laid out and viewed by the Board of Commissioners 
for Franklin county. l 

We further report that the whole amount of funds expended ` 
in the survey, purchase of materials, and in the employing of 
hands to work out said road amounts, in the aggregate, to the 
sum of $774 30: which, after being deducted from the sum of 
$823 30, the amount received by said Board from the Treasury 
of the State of Arkansas, leaves in their hands, fund belonging 
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to said county, the sum of $58 00. They also report that they 
purchased tools and utensilg amounting to the sum of $28 37, 
which sum when added to the sum of ¢58 00, leaves remaining 
in their hands, including the tools as aforesaid, the sum of 
$86 37 to which amount they.stand indebted to said county of 
Madison. 

We further represent to your honorable body that the advan- 
tages accruing to the northern portion of this State and to the 
southern portion of Missouri, are incalculable. We have corres- 
ponded with the citizens of Missouri, and induced them to work 
out 2 road to intersect the route laid out by this Board, and we 
have since learned that they have completed, or nearly so, the 
State road from Springfield, Missouri, running south to the State 
line of Arkansas. 

In the event of the present Legislature making a change in 
the act authorizing us to establish.and work out said road, we 
would most respectfully urge upon the Legislature the propriety 
and absolute necessity of their making an appropsiation suffi- 
cient to complete said read. E 

The completion of said road, commencing at the Missouri line, 
and running south through the counties of Carroll, Madison, ` 
Franklin, Scott, Montgomery and Pike, to Red River, in Texas, 
would afford facilities to the northern portion of this State, for 
them to send to a good market, the surplus of their stock and 
grain, and thereby be the means of enriching the citizens directly, 


and the State indirectly.

To Hon. Joun R. Hampron, 
President of the Senate : 

Sm: Feeling as I do, an ardent desire for the establishment of 
an asylum for the blind in this State, and believing that both de- 
partments of the General Assembly will cheerfully aid -in this 
benevolent object so soon as they shall have the information ne- 
cessary to an enactment, I beg leave to. presént the following 
_ facts as the result of my efforts of investigation during the pre- 
sent year in this State. _ 

In the first place a question naturally arises relative to the util- 
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ity, as well as the practicability of the proposed scheme for the 
relief of this imfortunate class of our citizens. 

-But that the blind may be educated and that extensively, isa - 
fact which is placed beyond controversy and which may be veri- 
fied at any moment by an examination of our pupils who are 
now in the city. cS 

In regard to the condition of this class of persons, I need only 
remark, that investigations in seventeen or eighteen of the Unit- 
ed States have fully established the fact that ninety-five of a 
hundred of these persons are wholly unable to pay the necessary 
amount for an education, on account of the poverty of parents 
and guardians; and I have remarked that such is the case in re- 
gard to the blind of our own State. 

It will therefore, be apparent that these persons are objects 
upon which might be exercised the most noble charity by the in- 
tervention of State Legislation, and to say that this class of per- 
sons might not be useful if properly instructed, is not only con- 
tradicting every principle of the philosophy of education, but is 
diametrically opposite to facts upon the subjects which are fur- 
nished by the twele institutions whieh have been established in 
the United States. Of these asylums, the first was established 
in 1832, and the remainder have been since, from year to year, 
as the necessity of their existence has been seen by the benevo- 
lent of the different States in which they exist. Our investiga- 
tions in this State have shown that unless Legislative aid can 
be obtained for this class of our citizens, they will be doomed to 
live without the blessing of an education; for as the country is 
yet comparatively new and thinly populated, charitable dona- 
tions must necessarily be very limited and precarious, and with- 
out means furnished, either by individual or State munificence, 
it would be impossible for an institution of this kind to exist for 
any length of time. 

In closing this communication, allow me to present briefly a 
thought or two relative to the moral condition of the blind of our 
State : from the very fact that they are without sight, they are 
prevented from attending many associations which have for their 
object the cultivation and improvement of the moral powers of 
mankind; and when I say that a majority of these persons ne- 
cessarily live without a hope of that glorious immortality, pro- 
mised in the scriptures, I state nothing but the truth. 

But give them the Bible and its precious truths, they willingly 
resign themselves to their present state of existence, in hope of 
the realization of its promises. In the last place I remark, that 
the different States where these institutions exist, have estab- 
lished them by appropriating such amounts annually, as they 
deem nec&ssary to meet their annual expenditures. . 

And should it be the pleasure of your honorable body to ap- 
propriate one thousand dollars annually to this object, it would 
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not only afford the President, and other officers of the institution, 
a certain support while laboring in this noble cause; but would 
also, assist them in collecting, in a few. months, all the blind eli- 
gible, to receive an education.

President of the Senate: 


I have signed the act passed on the 4th day of December, inst., 
allowing Sheriffs additional compensation. I was induced to 
give this law my approval from the conviction that it is the de- 
sire and intention of the General Assembly, to extend to sheriffs 
the benefits proposed by the act referred to. I would respectful- 
ly ask leave to suggest to the honorable body over which you 
preside, the necessity of some additional legislation on this sub- 
ject, in order that the officers charged with the performance of 
certain duties under the provisions of this law, may not be cóm- 
pelled to disregard other laws, which I am convinced the Legis- 
lature never could have intended to repeal. The law now in. 
force requires the Auditor to draw his warrant on the Treasury 
for all amounts due individuals for “salaries and expenses allow- 
ed by law,” (see sec. 16 of chapter 23, English’s Digest.) By the 
17th section of same chapter it is declared that no such warrant 
shall be drawn by the Auditor or paid by the Treasurcr, unless 
the money has been previously appropriated‘by law, nor shall 
the amount drawn for, or paid under any one head, ever exceed 
the amount appropriated by law for that purpose. 


By the 44th section of the 23d chapter of said Digest it is pro- 
vided that the Auditor and Treasurer, or either of them shall be 
punished by fine not less than $100, for a violation of the above 
law. Itis clear to my mind, that without further legislation on 
this subject, the Auditor will be forced either. to refuse to com- 
ply with the provisions of the act passed at the present’session 
of the Legislature, thereby defeating the objects intended to be 
accomplished by it; or to violate the provisions of the laws that 
have been in force for years, and have worked well. 

From a proper construction of statutes the last passed, will re- 
peal the former, and should this construction be placed upon the 
act passed at this session of the General Assembly, all the stat- 
utes by which these officers have been guided and controlled here- 
tofore, will be repealed and derangement and confusion will be 
the inevitable result. OS

me to make the following report: `

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The Hon. George W. Clarke, the Senator from Crawford county, 
having been employed by the Governor as Agent to bring in the as- 
sets from the different branches to the bank of the State of Arkansas, 
at Little Rock, and having an unsettled account at said bank. The 
committee deemed their duty to inquire into his transactions in the 
capacity of Agent above mentioned. ) 

Upon examination of the Financial Receiver, Jobn M. Ross, Esq , 
before the committee, the following facts were elicited: That the 
- -bank agent had retained in his hands or failed to turn over to the 

bank, $2,373 83, in notes of the Real Estate bank, allcdging that 
he was ready to make settlement with the bank whenever the Leg- 
islature made an appropriation to pay him for his services, upon fur- 
ther inquiry the committee learn the fact that the bank agent had 
deposited with the Financial Receiver the certificate of the State 
Auditor for $1180—as the amount due him, which amount the com- 
mittee learn from the receiver and other sources, is more than suf- 
ficient to pay the amount remaining in his hands, at the present rate 
of Arkansas money in the market. 

It then devolved upon the committee to inquire whether the Sen- 
ator from Crawford county, under such circumstances, was a default- 
dr, and had forfeited his seat in the Senate under the 11th section of 
the 4th article of the constitution of the State of Arkansas, 

Upen that subject the committee have to state, that in respect to 
any monies of the bank, the agent may have in his hands or any in- 
debtedness of his to the bank he cannot be considered as a holder of 
public monies within the meaning of the constitution, so a3 to render 
him ineligible tọ a seat in the general assembly, to support this posi- 
tion, itis only necessary to refer this honorable body, to the various 
decisions of the supreme court of the State of Arkansas, that the 
State bank is constitutional, that it is a corporation seperate and distinct 
from the State or the T'rea<ury, that its corporate existerice is still re- 
tained, its liability to contract, sue and be sued is unimpared see the 
act pa-sed in 1843, providing for the liquidation of the State bank, 
also the following decisions of the supreme court of the State, McFar- 
land vs. the State bank, 4th Arkansas reports page 44, Webster do. 
page 423 Mahony, do. 162, Reed do. 5th Arkansas reports page 193, 
State bank vs. Crease. 1 English reports 295, Wallace vs, State bank 
2 English 61. | 

There are also many other decisions of that court sustaining the 
same principle which the committee deem unnecessary to refer to. 

The committee believes that the Legislature is hardly prepared for 
the consequences that would result from now holding a doctrine con- 
trary to those detisions. 

By teferrence to the digest of the Statutes of the State, chapter 54, 
on defaulters, it will at once be perceived that it does not embrace or 
contemplate such a case as the bank agent. 

_ Said Statute points out who can be regarded as defaulting officers 
ofe the State. All persons who are under any accountability to 
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the Auditor of State, clerk and treasurers of the several counties can 
be returned by these officers as defaulters, and it is made their duty 
by law to return all collectors of public monies, who are defaulters to 
the governor, whose duty it is to cause the transmission of such cer- 
tificate to the general assembly, immediately after the commencement 
of the session. 

Thus showing conclusively that public monies are these collected | 
by the civil officers under the supervision of the accounting officers 
mentioned in the Statutes. The financial concerns of the bank be- 
ing entirely seperate and distinct from those of the State. 

The committee are of opinion that had the agent retained in his 
hands an amount of money exceeding the aggregate of his per diem 
pay, it would have been a breach of trust, and as such he would be 
liable on his bond as such agent. 

The committe felt it a duty to inquire whether the bank agent has 
been guilty of a breach of trnst, and ask leave to report the following 
facts. The report of the Financial Receiver, dated Dec. 5th’ 1850, 
shows that the agent George W. Clark, is indebted to the bank 
$2,373 88 in notes on the Real Estate. bank, and the committee is 
informed upon good authority that said amount of real estate money 
can be ‘purchased for about $890 par funds. It also appears by the 
certificate of the Auditor, that the State is indebted to said agent 
$1,180, and after a settlement with the bank and State a balance of 
$290, will be due said agent which facts furnish sufficient evidence 
to the committee that he has not been guilty of a breach of trust 
much less a defalcation. . 

The bank agent was emploved by the Governor to perform certain 
duties, for which services, the last Legislature passed a law that he 
should receive a stated compensation. He performed the duties as- 
signed him. But the same Legislature failed to appropriate the 
money out of which to pay him, and thus he was compelled to use 
bank funds which were in his hands not exceeding in amount his 
demands against the State. 

Although the act under which he was appointed prohibited the 
sale of bank paper by the officers of the bank, the agent however 
was in our opinior justified in using this money in bearing his ex- 
penses while he performed the services. The same act of the Legis- 
lature under which he was appointed, expressly declares that the 
bank agent shall be paid for his services. 

The obligations implied in that act are equally binding and must 
be of the same force. The Legislature failing to make provision for 
carrying out the good faith of the State—on ler part; left a contin- 
gency which the agent was compelled from the circumstances in 
which he was placed by this failure to resort to the use of bank funds, 
not exceeding the amount which the State was indebted to Him. 

It is due to the Senator from- Crawford county, that the committee 
should give it as their opinion that he is not a defaulter within a legal 
point of view or in fact that he has not been guilty under the.circum- 
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stances of a breach of trust, and that his transactions as bank agent 
were honorable to him as a public agent, and a gentleman. 
` The committee have no knowlege of any other member of the 
Senate to whom the resolution pointed, and having thus fully reported 
ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, 
That the Union of these States, which constitutes us one people, 
is justly dear to us, and we regard it as the main pillar in the 
grand superstructure of our National Independence. 

2d. That we look to its preservation and perpetuity as the 
only safe guarantee of our tranquility at home and our peace 
abroad, of .our safety, of our prosperity, and of that very liberty 
which is more dear to every American patriot than life itself. 

3d. That the progress of the United States, under our free 
and happy institutions, has far surpassed the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of those self sacrificing sages and patriots who nobly 
consecrated them with their blood. 

áth.. That our growth has been unsurpassed in the history of 
nations—in numbers, ia wealth, in knowledge, and -in all the 
useful arts and sciences which contribute to the peace, prosper- 
ity and elevation of man. 

5th. That it is by a strict adherence to the wise provisions of 
the constitution, and an abiding love for the glorious union es- 
tablished by our immortal ancestors that we this day have the 
proud satisfaction of presenting to the world, the sublime spec- 
tacle of twenty millions of people, associated together in one 
political body, in the fuli enjoyment of the ineffable blessings of 
freedom, happiness and unexampled prosperity. 

Cth. That, notwithstanding we feel sensible that our interests 
have been disregarded, and that we, in common with the slave- 
holding States of the South, have been shorn of our just consti- 
tutional rights to some extent by the late action of Congress, in 
relation to the territory acquired from Mexico by the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidaigo, yet, for the sake of peace, and in view of

exercise of the inherent right of revolution whenever it becomes

Mr. President, 
The committee on the judiciary. to whom was referred the re- 
solution to inquire into the legality of taxing the same invoice of 
merchandize more than once in one year, have instructed me to make 


the following 
REPORT : 

Sec. 2, Article 7, title, ‘Revenue,’ Constitution of the State, pro- 
vides that ‘No one species of property from which a tax may be col- 
lected shall be taxed higher than another species of property of 
equal value.’ To lay a tax more than once in any one year, on a 
stock of merchandize whilst othcr property is exempted from such 
second tax, would be as-clearly a higher tax on that species of pro- 
perty as if it were taxed at a higher rate in the first instance. The 
State revénue must be derived from the property within the State, ~ 
and the removal of property, whether merchandize or other movea- 
ble property, from one county to another, cannot confer on the State 
a right to subject it toa second or double tax, make it contribute 
more than its fair proportion to the support of the government. But 
the 34th sectlon of chapter 139 of the Digest, would seem to make 
_ it the duty of the sheriff of each county to collect a tax on all mer- 
chandize introduced into his county, no matter from whence, if pro- 
posed to be sold in such county. By the terms of this section the 
sheriff cannot know from what county, State, or port of entry, the 
merchandize introduced into, and proposed to he sold in his county, 
has been brought. He only knows that merchandize subject to tax- 
ation has been introduced, and he must proceed to collect the tax. 

Under the constitution the county courts have jurisdiction in all 
matters relative to county revenue, and section 2, chapter 138, may 
levy a tax ‘on all objects of taxation for State purposes.’ No reason 
is then perceived why they may not tax all merchandize introduced 
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into their respective counties, no matter whence brought or how of- 
ten taxed before, nor is any prohibition believed to exist either in the 
constitution or in the statutes. The profit of the merchant being de- 
rived from his trade within the county, he ought io bear a part of 
the burden of supporting the local government, and the county has 
a right to call upon all within her borders to aid in her support. The 
fact that a merchant doing business and making a living in one 
county, had first opened his stock of goods and paid taxes in anoth- 
er county, would be but-a poor reason for exemption from contribu- 
ting to the support of the county into which he had afterwards mov- 
ed his stock of goods. ae 

The committee, then, with a view of drawing a proper distinction 
between the law for taxing merchandize, more than once, for county ` 
purposes, and of taxing the same invoice only once, for State pur- 
poses, respectfully report the accompanying bill and recommend its 

assage. 

The bill accompanying the above report to be entitled an, act 
amendatory of the 139th chapter of the Digest, was read a first 
time.

Every slave,, free negro or mulatto, who shall consult, oz 
conspire to rebel or be in any way concerned in an insurrection or 
rebellion of the slaves against the white inhabitants of this State, or 
the laws or government thereof, or shall conspire the murder of any 
white person, and be thereof convicted, shall suffer death. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That every free negro, or mulatto, 
who shall consult, or conspire with any slave, or slaves to rebel, or 
be in anywise concerned in an insurrection, or rebellion of the slaves 
of this State, against the white inhabitants of this State, or the laws 
and government thereof, and be thereof convicted, shall suffer 
death. = 
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Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, &c., That every slave, free negro, 
or mulatto, who shail be guilty of murder, .or commit an assault with 
an intent to kill any white person, or shall be guilty of the volunta- 
ry manslaughter of a white person, or of the involuntary mansiaugh- 
ter of a white person in the prosecution of an unlawful act, and he 
thereof convicted, shall suffer death. 

Sec, 4. Be it further enacted, &e., That every slave, free negro, 
or mulatto, who shall commit the crime of rape on any-white female, 
and be thereof convicted, shall suffer death. - i l 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, &e., -That every slave, free negro, 
or mulatto, who shall commit the crime of burglary, or who shall 
rob, or commit an assault and battery with intent te rob any white 
person, or shall wilfally maim, put out an eye, or cut, or bite off the 
lip, ear, or nose, of any white person, or shall attempt to poison, er 
deprive any person of life, by any means, and be thereof convicted, 
shall receive any number of stripes on his bare back, not exceeding 
two hundred, nor less than fifty, at the discretion of the jury. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, &e., That every slave, free negro, 
or mulatto, who shall wilfully,-and maliciously set fire to, or burn 
any dwelling house, or out house appartenant thereto, store house, 
office, bank house, or other edifice, public or private, or any ship, 
steamboat, or other water craft, used in navigating the waters of this 
State, and be thereof convicted, shall suffer death. l

fact, to any of the crimes herein before named, shall be deemed prin- 
cipals, and may be tried, though the principal offenders be not taken, 
or convicted.

Nec. 8. Be it further enacted, &c., That every slave, free negro, or 
mulatto, who shall be guilty of the manslaughter of a slave, free 
negro, or mulatto, and be thereof convicted, shall be punished by

Mi Burrow from the joint standing committee on federal relations, 
made the following . 
l REPORT: - 


Mr. President: — n bo 
The Joint committee, to whom was referred that part of the 
Governors message relating to federal acts and policy, beg leave to 
report that they have examined the federal cempact, by virtue of 
which the federal government received its existence from the several 
States acting in their sovereign capacity. They find the federal go- 
19 
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vernment rightfully possessed of many powers properly granted and 
pla‘nly specified in the Magna Charta from which it receives ifs 
vitality. In the same chart, are also to be found provisions limiting 
the prerogatives of the federal government to the grants specially 
made, and reserving all the mass of rights to the original creators of 
the cOfistitution. : . - 

It was seriously apprehended. that the restrictions placed upon the 
joint commission, or federal government, would render it inutile and 
impotent; that it would gradually decay from. neglect and indifference, 
until, like the old confederations, it would loge caste, name and ‘place; 
that the States, by virtue of the large amount of powers retained, 
would far oui-stride the joint or federal commission, would win the 
smiles. of courtiers, be wooed and flattered by wealth and power, 
whilst the federal government would be neglected and forgotten. 
Jealousy, however, that admirable body-guard of freedom foresaw, at 
an early -hour, in the federal compact, the germ of giant power and 
overshadowing influence. She pointed to certain general clauses jn 
the grand chart, to the army, the navy, the vast pecuniary resources, 
then all in embryo, as insignia of royalty, and proclaimed her fears 
in sounds which still linger m our ears. ro a 

In accordance with these predictions, we see that the federal go- 
vernment has increased in strength, and grown with each successive 
year, until it has absorbed all power, atid clothed itself in colors 
more glowing than had ever been painted in fancy or dream. `’ 

Thus the federal government commencing ‘its career as a joint 
commission on the part of thirteen sovereignties, has extended its 
influence, step by step, until its feet are placed upon the neck of the 
prostrate States, bestriding the continent, and rearing a front more 
imposing than imperial Rome, or that Mistress of the Seas, upon 
whose extended dompin the sun never sets. | 

Your comntittee, in casting about them for the reasons which have 
operated this result, find that they are numerous and active. 

The casual observer will see that weatth and power are the chief 
agents which have stripped the States of even a decent share of pub- 
lic respect, and`“clothed the joint commission with imperial-purple. 

In providing for the “common defence and general welfare,” the 
federal commission has marshalled armies, constructed navies, and 
levied revenues, which have attracted the attention and combined 
the influence of “necessity,” “avarice,” and “ambition,” in such ad- 
mirable proportions as to make herself the chief object of regard, and 
constitute herself the hope and fear of every citizen, the awe of 
kingdoms, and the admiration of the world. l 

T'he States, bereft of power, down-trodden and neglected, wring, 
by direct taxation, from the reluctant citizen, meager means tò re- 
plenish pennyless treasurys, and in moody silence and melancholy 
gloom do the drudgeries of government, whilst the joint commission 
lines Oceans with revenue cutters, and studs the continent with eus- 
tom-heuses, and disburses liberal largess to flattering millions, and 
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rejoices in the regalia of increasing strength and informal sway. 

AH these results have grown out of the exercise ôf. powers more or 
less clearly granted by ‘the constitution to the federal government, 

From the time the federal goverment went into operation, mich 
difference of opinion has prevailed. as to the extent of power conferred 
by the federal compact upon the goverament. ‘Some have industri- 
ously taught- the doctriné that a liberal’ construction should be. giver, 
to every article, so as to clothe. the-federal gevernithent' with ample 
power to perpetuate its own existence and meet any and all emérg- 
encies, This opinion: has been favored by somé general clauses in 
the constitution, whith were engrafted therein the better to enable 
the federal government to“ execute its specified powers, but with no 
intention of- conferring original jurisdiction of matter not specified in 
the enunietated powers, Yet the friends. of broad construction have 
viewed these general clauses as independent articles, intended to en- 
large the field of federal legislation and confer general ‘jurisdiction 
upon the federal government, And so much has this opinion gained’ 
ground of late years, that many persdas are to be found, in all parts 
of the country, who being but slightly read in international and con- 
stitutional law, as-applied to the Union of these States; boldly assume 
the ground that these States constitute, in any and all respects, but 
one nation; and that the federal government is; in any and all re- 
spects, a national government, possessed of plenary power; and that 
its action is to be measure only by its own ‘discretion, and its de- 
crees obeyed by citizens and States alike without murmur or remedy, 
save by revolution alone. Others, more wise and patriotic, have con- 
tended, with great zeal and energy; against.this obnoxious doctrine, 
and pointed to the constitution, and contemporaneous documents, the 
exposition of its founders; and-have clearly illustrated the doctrine 
that the federal government was one of limited powers only; that all 
powers not enumerated in the constitution, or necessary to carry into 
effect powers specially. enumerated, were reserved respectively to the 
States and to the people; that the general clauses were designed only 
to be subsidiary - to the special grants, and conferted no power save 
to effectuate the enumerated grants of power; that this construction 
alone could be tolerated: the former would concentrate all power in 
the federal government, destroy the sovereignty of the States, and all 
the right which are held by the citizen undor the constitutions and 
laws of the respective Stétes, and dfaw within the sphere of federal 
legislation the tenure, by virtue of -which we hold life, liberty and 
property. - Such a consummation has been justly deprecated by our 
wisest and greatest statesmen, and should ever be held in utter de- 
testation, especially in the southern States, whose rights to peculiar 
institutions would not survive the concéntration of plenary power at 
Washington a singlé year. ss . 

It is, thereforé, with no ordinary interest that your committee have 
traced the progress of the federal government, and noted its vigorous 
growth and increasing strength. i 
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Jealous friends of liberty have, from time to time, noted its depar- 
ture from its proper sphere, and its consequent encroachments upon 
the reserved rights of the States, and put forward their specifications 
in“xcellent essays and State papers, which have been preserved in 
the archives of the States in the forms of resolutions, protests, edicts . 
and ordinances. Ever and.anon these ebullitions of independence 
and patriotism have stayed the hand of aggression, and returned the 
federal government to its own proper sphere of action. 

Recently, however, much excitement has prevailed on account of 
the exercise of power by the general government, which was not pro- 
vided for in the constitution. In the formation of the federal com- 
pact, no provision was made for the guidance of Congress in acquir- 
ing or disposing of foreign territory (excepting in case of the Cana- 
das.) By virtue of the treaty of Gaudaloupe Hidalgo, the United 
States acquired a large-amount of territory from Mexico. The States 
all, upon the requsition of the federal government, joined in all the 
measures which secured the cession of the territory. No rule being 
prescribed for the proper disposition of this territory by the constitu- 
tion, it was reasonable to suppose that a rule would be adopted in 
accordance with equity and justice, by virtue of. which the slave- 
holding States would be admitted to the enjoyment of a portion of 
the property which they had united in acquiring. The acquisition 
belonged to all the States as coparceners, and in as much as the insti- 
tutions of some differed from others, some being slave-holding States 
and others not, it was impossible to admit the citizens of all the States 
to equal enjoyment of the acquired territory, except by allowing 
slavery to go into every part of the new territory. This rule would 
not. exclude the citizens of non-slave-holding States, but the exclu- 
sion of African slavery was tantamount to the exclusion of the South 
from all interest in the new territory. So much prejudice prevails 
through many of the States against African slavery, that there was 
no possibility of making such a rule as would allow slave-holders 
to occupy in common with others, the whole of said terrilory. The 
only remaining rule of action was dictated by the law of partnership. 
The United States being a cluster of independent sovereignties leagu- 
ed together for special purposes, the South believed herself entitled to 
pro rata distribution of the newly acquired territory; and it is believed 
that each individual State had an interest in said territory, of which 
she could not be deprived except by the consent of that individual 
State so interested. Yet the federal government has boldly assumed 
all power in the premises, and disposed of the territory in question in 
such manner as virtually deprived. the slave-holding States of all 
participation in its enjoyment. 

The States have thus been deprived of rights in the premises, not 
by their consent, as the law of partnership would allow, but against 
their solemn protest entered and known; all this has been done by 
_ the federal government without any warrant of the constitution and 

against the spirit of equity and justice. 
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Your committee are of opinion that under pretence of adjusting 
the boundary of Texas, in organizing the territorial governments of 
Utah and New Mexico, and in abolishing the slave trade in the 
District of Columbia, the federal government has manifested a spirit 
of aggression upon southern rights against which it is believedghis 
State should enter her solemn protest. 

The extraordinary claim of power recently-.asserted at Washing- - 
ton, that the federal government had power to make war upon the 
State of Texas has been under the consideration of your committee, 
and they are of opinion that the federal government is the creature 
of the States and has been entrusted with the command of armies 
and navies to defend the §tates, and‘not fer the purpose of making 
waron them. It is believed that the federal government was not 
expected to maintain the Union by force of arms; for if it were, and 
should be guilty of palpable violations of the constitution and still 
have power to compel. obedience to its unconstitutional decrees then 
would the “discretion” of the federal government, and not the consti- 
tution, be the measure of its action. 

Your committee have also noticed closely the action of the federal 
government on the subject of slavery; it cannot be disguised that there 
is a strong disposition in many of the northern States to usurp through 
the Congress of the United States, jurisdiction over this question. 
Your committee are in possession of resolutions passed by the State 
of Vermont, on the 12th November, 1849, industriously transmitted 
to the governor of this State, which expressly assume the doctrine 
that the federal government has ample power to abolish slavery in all 
the States of this Union, save the original slave-holding States of the 
thirteen, who formed the federal compact. Thus it appears that this 
doctrine has obtained, not only with individuals, but also with States 
and Legislatures, and at no very distant day will be put forward in 
the councils of the United States; for it is now fast becoming a settled 
principle that Congress, by joint resolution, approved by the Presi- 
dent, can do whatever they choose to do. And when we consider 
that the last slave-holding State is now admitted into the Union, and 
that in twenty years, twenty free-soil States will be admitted, we may 
well reflect upon this assertion of power on the part of Vermont, for 
the federal government, and see that the day is fast coming when the 
federal Congress will boldly assume jurisdiction of the institution of 
slavery, and by formal decrees, abolish it throughout the south. 
This idea is strengthened by the fact that Congress has recently abol- 
ished the slave trade in the District of Columbia. 

Congress has power to legislate for that District, and in her 
legislation is to be controled alone by the Constitution, the pri- 
mary and organic law of the land. It will be recollected the 
United States acquired this country of Virginia and Maryland 
by treaty, good faith in the observance of which would require 
that they should not abolish either the slave trade or slavery in 
the District as long as Virginia and Maryland retain the same, 
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especially as that District is in their midst, and was expected to 
retain its peculiar institutions as long as they existed in the 
States with whom the treaty was formed, by virtue of which the 
Federal Government acquired jurisdiction over the District: yet 
by,unceasing effort, the free-soiler has succeeded in abolishing 
the slave trade in the District of Columbia, and thereby violated 
that good faith plighted in the treaty of cession—a thing which 
would never have been done if oaths could bind the conscience 
of Fanaticism, or Treaties and Constitutions stay the hand of Ag- 
gression. ` 

Though the decree, entered in this case affects but a small ter- 
‘ritory, yet it fixes a principle of vital importance to the South. 

It is the entering wedge, and next follows the abolition of sla- 
very, not only in the District, but in all the navy yards, dock 
yards, forts and arsenals throughout the slave-holding States, for 
their power is as unquestionable and absolute in.one case as in 
the other. 

Should the South quietly bear all these, then next in the train 
of this dark-robed series of iniquitous measures, comes from Ver- 
mont, that magic production of delirum: that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has power to to abolish slavery in all the States, save 
‘the thirteen original States which framed the Federal Constitu- 
tion. Thus the original thirteen States, together with all the 
new free-soil States, would be combined against a poor and help- 
less minority of slave-holding States—these being crushed, then 
comes the rapid multiplication of free-soil States—even if this 
unprincipled usurpation of power never takes place, still if we 
believe what daily avowed by those who are warring against our 
rights and property, the hour is not far in the future when by the 
admission of new States, organized upon free-soil principles, the 
requisite majority will be obtained; and ample power will, by 
amendment to the Constitution, be given to Congress to abolish 
slavery throughout the States. | 

By the admission of California into the Union, the equilibrium 
so long maintained in the Senate of the United States, was de- 
stroyed, never to be restored, and now both branches of the 
Congress and the Executive of the Federal Government are all . 
in the power of those who are enemies of the institution of Do- 
mestic Slavery. 

And experience demonstrates, that they are much inclined te 
engage in the work dictated by their fanatical constituencies ; it 
is necessary, therefore, that this State should look closely to its 
interest in connection with this subject and guard its rights with 

jealous care; dark clouds lower over our fortunes, and the future 
is veiled in impenetrable mystery, yet your committee indulge 
the fond hope, that a returning sense of justice, aided by Divine 
Providence, will enable the Republic to regain its pristine puri- 


ty. 
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1. Resolved, That the several States composing the United 
States of America are not united on the principle of unlimited 
submission to the General Government; but that by compact un- 
der the style and title of a Constitution for the United States, 
and of Amendments thereto, they constituted a.General Govern- 
ment for special purposes; delegated to that Government certain: 
definite powers, reserving each State to itself the residuary mass 
of right to their own self-government; and that whengoever the 
General Government assumes -undelegated powers, its acts are 
unauthoritative, void and of no force. ‘That to this compact each 
State acceded as a State, and is an integral party. That this 
Government, created by this compact, was not made the exclu- 
sive or final judge of the extent of powers delegated to itself; 
since that would have made its discretion, and not the Constitu- 
tion the measure of its power; but that as in all other cases of 
compact among parties having no common judge, each party 
has an equal right to judge for itself, as well of infractions, as 
of the mode and measure of redress. 

2. That, by virtue of the tréaty of Gandaloupe Hidaigo, the 
slave-holding States acquired such an interest in the Territory 
ceded to the United States by Mexico, as entitled their citizens 
to emigrate to said Territory with their property of every kind. 

3. That the United States being a cluster of independent sov- 
ereignties, leagued together for special purposes, this State had 
a right to expect such distribution to be made of their joint ac- 
quisitions as would allot a portion thereof to the slave holding 
States, under such circumstances as would allow citizens of Ar- 
kansas to emigrate thereto with their slaves in safety. 

4. That, in the irregular and premature admission of Califor- 
nia into this Union, with a constitution framed by irresponsible 
persons, with a view to exclude the South therefrom, and destroy 
the equilibrium in the Senate of the United States, we recognize 
a spirit incompatible with brotherly love and affection, and at 
war with justice and equity, 

5. That, in the dismemberment of.Texas, the organization of 
the Territorial Governments of Utah and New Mexico, and in 
the abolition of the slave-trade in the District of Columbia, we 
witness a spirit of aggression upon Southern Rights, against 
which it is our duty to protest most solemnly. . l 

6. That the spirit of aggression upon Southern Rights, mani- 
fested in the last Congress, the bold and reckless as:umpsion of 
power by the Federal Government in the premises aforesaid, are 
alarming, dangerous and perilous to the slave holding States. 

7. That Congress has no constitutional right to legislate on the 
subject of slavery; and whenever this power is assumed, it is in 
direct violation of every principle of justice and equality. 

8. Thatthe domestic institution of African slavery, as it now 
exists in the Southern States, is worthy ef extension and perpe- 
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tuity, and affords a happy facility for the moral elevation of both 
the black and white races and is fully sanctioned by divine law. 

9. That, in appropriating $10,000,000 of the common treasure 
to the purchase of territory from Texas, the Federal Congress 
used our own money to deprive us of our just rights as a slave- 
holding State, inasmuch as it is now certain that no part of said 
Territory will ever be admitted into this Union as a slave -holding 
State. 

10. That we are free to express our opinion that, so far from 

“the action of Congress fostering the peace, welfare, prosperity 
and perpetuity of the Union, it has and will excite the indigna- 
tion and disrespect of every true southern heart, and thereby 
create a general dissatisfaction throughout the Southern States. 

11. That we have forborne long (to act as we certainly have 
a right to do} to throw off these oppressions so long heaped upon 
us, contrary to the letter and spirit of the Constitution and to 
the laws cf Nature and Nature’s God: all of which teach us that 
man cannot always endure these wrongs. 

12. That.Arkansas cherishes an abiding affection for the Un- 
ion, and a reverence for the letter and spirit of the constitution: 
but will never submit to aggression upon her rights, to dishonor 
or disgrace, except from necessity alone. l 

13. Arkansas will abide the fate of the majority of the Slave- 
holding States, and will seek their Destiny. |

‘The joint standing. committee on Auditor and Treasurer’s 
books, to whom was referred so much of the Governors Message 
and accompanying documents as relates thereto, have had the 
a same under consideration, and beg leave to. report. thè fol- 
owing: 

Upon an examination of the books and accounts, moneys and 
credits pertaining to said offices, we take a pleasure in inform- 
ing you, that they are in good order and condition, and corres- 
pong in every parncula with the reports recently submitted by

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the Auditor and- Treasurer to the Governor and reported by him 
to the legislature. $ S 

In the course of the investigation we find that the sum of` 
$489 33 has been expended by the Governor out of the contin- 
gent fund of the Executive Department for clerk hire in the Au- 
ditor’s office. p E 

By an act passed at the last session of the last legislature, the 
sum of $1,200 was appropriated for this purpose. > - 

. Larger amounts were suggested, but the legislature withheld 
its consent, and with a perfect understanding, after a searching 
investigation, foreed upon the amount appropropriated as being 
_ sufficient for the end. > 

Then unless by the happening of some unforeseen event, 
(which alone can be denominated a contingency,) the public in- 
` terests in the Auditor’s office were found by the Goverernor, in 

a suffering and wasteful condition, and appropriated out of the 
e fund for such a purpose it seems to us is unauthor- 
jzed. . 

Upon the departure of A. E. Thornton, late Financial Recei- 
ver, who it was supposed had left largely indebted to the State, . 
His Excellency made application to the Auditor for the issuance 
of a warrant on the ‘Treasurer for the sum of $80 00 to be paid 
out of the contingent fund aforesaid, to defray the incidental ex- 
penses necessarily accruing in the attempt made to. re-capture 
or bring back said Thornton. 

But from a misconception of the law (as we thiuk,) the Audi- 
tor refused to issue his warrant—whereupon the Governor ad- 
vanced out of his own means the sum of $80 00, in furtherance 
of the above object—which amount, though small, your commit- 
tee thinks ought to be refunded to him. ` : 

On page 3 of the Auditor’s report he says: 

“On, the 15th of February, 1850, E. Cummins, Esq., Land At- 
torney and State Collector, made a report to this office showing 
the payment into the Treasury of the sum of 1372 32 on account 
of the Internal Improvement fund, and $2,392 26 on account of 
the Seminary Fund—making in all $3764 58. Those amounts 
purports to have been paid into the Treasury in March. May, 
July and August, 1849, during the term of Sam’] Adams, late ° 
Treasurer of Arkansas. . 

For these amounts no official receipts of the late Treasurer 
have been filed in this office. , as! 

But the Land Attorney accompanied his report with official 
memoranda, made by the late Treasurer, showing and acknow- 
~ Jedging that the amounts had been paid into the Treasury. - 

~ The Auditor is satisfied of the fact, that the-above amount of 
$3,764 58 has been paid into the Treasury by E. Cummins, Esq., 
Land Attorney and State Collector, and that in justice. he is 
entitled to the credit for that amount.

to.order a suit to be brought against the late Treasurer for the

‚When the: Land Attorney receipts to the Land Agant for 


bonds or notes for collection, he at once becomes legally. respon- 


‘sible for them, or the money collected thereon, from which re- 


sponsibility he can only be released, Ist, by returning the notes 
receipted for, or paying the money into the Treasury. In this 
case has either been done? Mr Cummins contends that it was! 


To establish that fact, what by the law is made evidence? <A re-` 


ceipt from the Treasurer of the State, with his seal of office 
affixed. Is the evidence adduced by-Mr Cummins.of this char- 
acter? Itis not. If, when he is in possession of no evidence, 
which by the law releases him from the responsibility, it seems 
to us, that the Auditor but pursued the law in refusing him cere- 
dit on his books for the amount. 

If this is correct, it must follow as a consequence, that in failing 
to charge the Treasurer with the amount, the Anditor is also, fully 


, 


_ sustained by the law. 


But farther, he tells us that, notwithstanding this, he has institut- 


ed suit‘against the late Treasurer and his securities. 


Upon what is the suit predicated? By what evidence will it be sus- - 


tained? The Auditor tells us, that he has no charge upon. his books 
against Sawi Adams, or-his securities for the amount demanded; 
that there are no receipts in his possession, nor have any been exhi- 
bited to him, sufficient to charge the parties. 

But the Auditor thinks he is sustained in this position by the fol- 
lowing clause in the Statutes, found in the 9th section of the 23d 
chapter of the Digest, to-wit: “Eighth, to direct proseculions in the 
name of the State for all official delinquencies in relation to the as-, 
sessment, collection and payment of the revenue, against all persons 
who by any means .become possessed of public. money or property 
and fail to pay over and deliver the same;” the essence of which is, 
(to give it a specific application in this case,) that where persons be- 
come officially chargeable with public moneys, or property, it shall 
be his duty to institute suit for the recovery of it. 

Is the late Treasurer officially chargeable, or in possession of the 
amount in question? He is certainly neither; for if so chargable, 
or in possession of, the land attorney ought to have been, or ought to 
be released and credited as it is impossible, that different, and inde- 
pendent officers, can at the same time, be held and treated as re- 
sponsible for the same amount. 


And whatever may-be the equity of Mr Cammins, (to which the 
commiitee are.oy no means insensible) yet, the law is imperative, 
and cannot be disregarded. © 
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The commitiee have no hesitancy in saying, that they believe, . 
that Mr Cummins did, at the time indicated by the informal receipts 
cited by the Auditor; pay to the laté Treasurer the amount in con- ` 
troversy. — -> - os Hg a gee 

But what the effect of such payment will be, for the purpose of 
charging or releasing the different parties in interest, after being con- . 
ested on either side by the introduction of parol, and other second- - 
ary-evidence, your committee hazard no opinion. - 

As, no doubt, the rights of all, will be scrupulously regarded, 
pending the investigation before the proper tribunals. 

The committee beg leave to make the following suggestions, in 
reference to that most fruitful source for misunderstanding and diffi- - 
culty, clerks, and clerk’s hire in the Auditors office. 

It is a well established fact, that so long as the office of Auditors 
clerk is in existence, or is recognized by law, the Legislature will be 
imporiuned for the increase of their pay, or to make provision-for 
extra services or extra clerks, &c. d&e. 

: An amount certain is given by this Legislature for the purpose, 

but before the assembling of the next, some extraordinary necessity 
presents itself, and the contingent or some other fund, is resorted to, 
to supply the deficiency. 

For these reasons we propose to abolish the office of Auditor’s 
clerk entirely, and under no state of pase to recognize its existence; 
precluding thereby the possibility of complaints, that the number of 
clerks provided for are insufficient, or are not well paid. l 

By this arrangement the Auditor would assume the responsibility 
understandingly,.and be held himself accountable for the condition 
and work done in his office. Eo a 

But, if these suggestions are adopted, it will of course become ne- 
cessary to increase the Auditors salary, by adding such an amount 
to his present compensation, as will be sufficient to employ and pay 
two clerks. . 

One thousand dollars the committee think, is amply sufficient 
for this purpose—making the gross amount of annual compen- 
sation for all purposes ,twenty-two hundred dollars.. 3 

We have found it necessary for the protection of. the public 
interests, to have registered and burned the redeemed Auditor’s 
Warrants in the Treasurer’s office. 

. In doing this, it has been indispensable to employ an assist- 
ant. Mr J. A. Hutchings has performed the labor, and we ask 
an appropriation of seventy-five dollars, for his remuneration. 

Your commitee would further recommend, for your considera- 
tion, that the salary of the State Treasurer be increased to the 
extent of two or three hundred dollars, by giving him a-small 
‘per centage on the Internal Improvement and Seminary fund re- 
ceived and disbursed by him. When the present salary was fix- 
ed upon, these funds were not in the Treasury; which, by. the 
` bye, impose a large proportion of the resposibility of the office.

vened. 

The joint committee on Banks, of both Houses of the General 
Assembly, to whom was referred the memorial of W. C. Bevens, ” 
with the accompanying bill for his relief, have had the same under 
consideration and herewith report the following: 

‘The sum of one hundred and eleven dollars and twenty cents, 
being a balance of his salary due on the 6th day of April, A. D. 
1849, and the sum of one hundred and fifty-four dollars and ninety- 
nine cents, commissions under the law in force, on cash collected 
and paid out by him up to the first of July, A. D. 1850. And the 
sum of one hundred and twenty-one dollars and sixty cents com- 
missions on collections made in certificates of deposites and drafts 
given by former Receivers and by him turned over up to the first of 
July, A. D. 1850, together with the sum of fifty-seven dollars and 
ninefy-four cents, commi sions on $1,448 54 dollars collections 
made in real estate. Making the sum total of four hundred and 
forty-five dollars and seventy-three cents, for which no appropriation 
was made, is jusily due to the memorialist, and unpaid. The bank- 
ing house, and lots, thereon situated, at the Batesville branch of the 
State bank, and erected at a cost of over twenty-seven hundred dol- 
lars to the bank, was sold in Feb’y, A. D-1847; under executions 
sent out on interlocutary judgments for cost, and it being the opin- 
ion of the attorney that the executions were null and void, and also 
the proceedings and sale made under them, steps were taken to set 


aside the sale by proceedings in the circuit court, these proceedings - 


have been twice brought to the supreme court, and remander, and , 
are now pending in the circuit court, of Independence county. - 

This property was sold at one time under ‘executions sued out on - 
a judgment in the United States circuit court at Little Rock, and the 
sale afterwards set aside; a venditioni exponas, issued afterwards, as 
the previous levy, and a sale of the property took place. -The pur- . 
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chasers instituted suit agtir nst the Financial Receiver for the posses- 
~ sion of the property, which was defended by the memoralist as.at- 
. torney in behalf of the bank, and whose opinion it now is, pa in 
this action the bank will certainly recover. 

The evidence before the committee is, that the interest of ‘the 
bank in these suits involving the title ‘and possession of the banking 
house and lots of the Batesville branch has been prosecuted and de- 
fended by the memoralist, with fidelity and ‘industry, and, that five 
hundred dollars for the prosecution, and defence of these suits would 
not be an unreasonable fee. 

_ It is recommended by the committee, that the sum of three hun- 
. dred dollars be paid at this time to the memorialist, for his services 
as an attorney in the defence of the title to said property, and that

> The administrator claims credit. for a note executed by John 
J. Hammett to the bank and due June 15th 1848, for $7;982 70. 
` He also claims eredit for a note -executed to the bank by WH- 
liam Phillips, due 15th June 1849, for $6,806 00—$30,028- 86— 
balance $22,563 50. Both of these notes it is ‘thought belong 
to Dorris’s estate, and were substituted by him in his lifetime to 
to pay two notes due the bank by Joel Johnson. 

Dorris is charged in the report of the Financial Receiver with - 
both of the notes executed by Johnson, and also with ‘the notes 
of Phillips and Hammett. If, as is thought, the two latter notes 
belong to Dorris, and were substituted for the notes- of Johnson, 
it is but just that they should be deducted from the amount now 
due by his estate. . ' 

‘The committee find, upon an investigation of the matter, that 
the note of Hammett was given for property sold to Hammett 
by Dorris, about the 12th February 1848-—that the note of Wil- 
liam Phillips was given for negroes purchased of Dorris. This 
is evidence by a letter from Hammett himself—by a letter from ~ 
Ignace Bozy—by the- will of Dorris made on the day of his 
death, and by memoranda of Dorris found with his papers in 
bank. This is the only evidence your committee has been able - 
to find, and the only data upon which they have recommended ` 
a credit of the notes of Phillips and Hammett. 

The.administrator of Dorris also claims a credit for $3,808 06 
deposited to the credit of A. L. Shotwell, in the branch of the 
State Bank at the Post of Arkansas. a 

The evidence of this deposite having been made, is a state- 
ment of the Financial Receiver of the branch bank at the Post, 
dated Dec. 18th 1847, and-a statement in Dorris’s Will made on 
the day of his death. 

That the money was deposited the committee believe; but as 
no return of it was ever made to the principal bank, and no 
mention is made of said deposite by the Financial receiver of 
the branch bank at the Post, your committee think the deposit, 
if made, must have been withdrawn, as it was never applied to 
the purpose for which it was deposited, and never received by 
the principal bank or the State, or if received, your committee 
have been unable to find any evidenoe of it. 

The administrator also claims credit fer $1,514 48, for money 
said to have been expended by Dorris for the use of the bank. 
ist, for a trip to Tennessee to secure a debt of $150 par funds, 
making $600 in Arkansas funds—2d, for taking negroes to Na- 
poleon. and converting them into $75 par funds, making $300 
Arkansas funds,—3d, fer bill of cost paid sheriff Cooper and 
clerk Ripley, in March 1848, $62 12} par funds, making $248- 
48, Arkansas funds,—4th, for taxes paid Hammett, May 1848, 
$3 50 par funds, making $12 60 Arkansas funds,—5th, for $300 
Arkansas funds paid Yell for judgment. —

The only evidence in regard to those claims is a memoranda 
of Dorris made in 1848, since which time he appears to have 
had settlements with bank. The committee have therefore 
thought it probable that the claims upon which this eredit is 
predicated have been paid. 

To sum up the whole matter, the committee, after a thorough 
investigation, with the limited information they were in posses- 
sion of, believe that Dorris’s estate should be credited with $15,- 
235, 00 paid in bank after his death, and with Phillips’ and 
Hammetts notes, making in all &30, 023 80, which dedaated 
from the $52,587 30 due at the time of his death, leaves now 
due by said Dorris’s estate without interest, a balance of $22- 
563 50. 

By the act to facilitate the liquidation of the State Bank, ap- 
proved January 9th, 1849, the Attorneys were required .to. settle 
for and pay over the amount of their collections, on the Ist day 
of January and July of each year. The whole of this balance 
#22;563 50 was due by Mr Dorris on the Ist day of July, 1849.

the Texas boundary question, the territorial law given to Utah and 
Mexico, the fugitive slave law, and the abolition of the slave trade 
in the district of Colbmbia; And whereas, we, the Representatives 
of the people of the State of Arkansas, in General Assembly con- 
vened, feel ourselves called upon to give an expression of our opin- 
iod on these important subjects, which seem at this time to distract 
the peace and quiet of this once happy Union. 

Therefore, l ; 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, 

Ist. That the ‘compromise measures’ passed at the first session of 
the thirty-first Congress of the United States were not intended sim- 
ply to heal the particular and specific wounds that afflicted the coun- 
try at the time of their adoption, but were injended, also, to provide 
for the future, by the establishment of permanent rules to govern the 
action of congress in the adjustment and settlement of all questions 
that may hereafter arise involving the institution of domestic slave- 
ry. 

2. That Congress stands pledged te the country by the terms of 
the compromise to adhere strictly to the following rules in all future 
legislation on the subject of African slavery. Ist. That congress 
will cause the provisions of the fugitive slave law to be observed 
and respected by the citizens of all the States, and will not repeal 
the same, without first providing other adequate means for the re- 
clamation of all fugitive slaves that have or may hereafter escape to 
the free States. | 

2d. That Congress will net refuse to admit a State regularly ap- 
plying for admission into the Union on the ground that its constitu- 
tion recognizes the institution Sf African slavery. . 
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3d. That Congress will not abolish slavery in the district of Co 
lumbia without the consent of the slave holding States. 

Ath. That Congress will never attempt to regulate the slave trade 
between the States. 

5th. That Congress will not interfere viik slavery i in the States 
where it now exists, nor impose the Wilmot proviso: upon the terri- 
tories that may hereafter be organized. 

6th. That Congress will never violate the. prineiple of non-inter- 
vention, but will guarantee to the people of the several States and 
territories the right to regulate and establish their own domestic i in- 
stitutions, by ail proper and constitutional enactments. 

3. Resolved. That the foregoing rules are not only constitutional 
but just and equitable and honorable alike to all the States, and 
should these principles be adhered to, we regard the Union as safe, 
and see no just cause for further agitation; : but we desire it to be 
emphatically understood, that we know our rights and will defend 
them by all legal and constitutional means; and should these fail, 
as a last and final resort, we will meet our sister States of the south 
in general convention to devise and adopt such means as wisdom 
and prudence nray dictate, for our common safety. | 

4th: Resolved, That the Governor be, and he is hereby Gae 
to furnish each of our delegation in Congress with a copy of the 
above resolution.

The Joint Committee of the Generall Assembly on Banks, to 
whom was referred so much of the Governor’s Message as relates 
thereto, have had the same under consideration, and after such ex- 
amination, in compliance with the recommendations of his Excel- 
lency, as time would permit, beg leave to make the following report, 
in relation to the present conditition of the affairs of the Real Estate 
Bank. l 


We find much to our gratification its concerns in a far better con- 
dition than we had anticpated. We deem ita compliment justly due 
the Secretary of the Bank to state that all the books and papers 
pertaining thereto have been kept and conducted in a manner high- 
ly creditable to his skill as an Accountant, and that they exhibit a 
fair and correct statement of the transactions of the Bank so far as 
the same may be recorded. ` 


It appears from the books that when the deed of assignment was 
made on the 2d of April, 1842, the Real Estate Bank was indebted 
in the sum of $2, 396, 907,77. This debt consisted of notes, 
bonds—outstanding and hypothecated—with interest thereon and the 
amount due to Banks and depositors, l 


To meet these liabilities the Bank had effects to the value of $2, 
482, 916,76, of this amount there was $53, 551, 82, in specie.— 
The balance consisted in bonds on notes or bills; in real estate, the 
amount due from other Banks, -and loans to the State—of the loans 
$663,906.60 was re-payable iasequal annual installments, running 
to 1856, a part. secured by mortgage on lands and the balance by 
personal security. ;

From the above it appears that there is an increased indebt- 
edness on the part of the Bank, since the deed of assignment in 
1842. At that time the assetts of the Bank amounted to $86,- 
008 99, more than her liabilities. At present there is a deficiency 
of $32,551 45. 

- Of the land mortgaged to the Bank 7,303 20 acres have been 
bought in by the Trustees under decrees of the court in Helena 
district at mere nominal prices and is held as security for the 
payment of debts, and was not taken for bills receivable. 

All the stock notes mentioned are secured by mortgages—they 
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may therefore be supposed, mostly, good—they are payable by - 
annual instalments running to 1856. oe 

No certain or satisfactory estimate can be given of the notes © 
and bills depending upon personal security, though some of them 
are secured by mortgage and deeds of trust. 

From all the information we can obtain we think we may 
safely assume that one-half the amount due the Bank may be 
realized, by the exercise of due diligence on the part of the Bank 
attorneys. ‘ S oo 

This would give, on that account, $849,989 51. Some of the ` 
bonds taken by the Trustees are said to be the very best in the 
State, even averaging as they do less than seven dollars per 
acre; it cannot be supposed these lands will diminish the assets 
of the bank. 

Since the deed of assignment was made there has been re- 
deemed and cancelled of the circulation of the Bank the sum of 
$439,845. The sum of the outstanding circulation is now $55,- 
880, held by various individuals, Messrs. Trapnall and Ringo - 
who are in possession of about half the amount have demanded 
payment of the Trustees, of the principal and also ten per cent. 
interest from the date of the suspension of specie payment by the 
Bank in 1889. The cause is now pending on a bill in the Chan- 
cery court. > l 

Since the meeting of the present session of the General Assem- 
bly the Trustees have burnt the sum of $400,000, of the redeem- 
ed notes of the Bank. 


Your ee would make one suggestion, however in re- 
gard to taxing the lands purchased in by the Trustees of the 
Bank, the importance of which will be readily perceived, and is 
a subject tbo which came clearly within the sphere of legislative 
authority; viz: where lands, originally mortgaged for the pay- 
ment of the bonds issued to the Bank, have been sold and pur- 
chasedin by the Trustees to secure debts they should not be 
taxed by the State as they are held by the Trustees for the bene- 
fit of the State and the bond-holders. 


Your committee have been unable to obtain any other than 
such information as has been heretofore communicated by the 
parties who have control of the Bank. Your committee recom- 
mend the passage of an act authorizing the appointment of a 
competent counsellor, who shall be required to file a bill and 
subject said Bank and those who control the same to the guar- 
dianship of the Chancery court: to the end that its affairs may 
be properly adjusted—this seems to your committee to be the 
more necessary, as the deed of assignment gave the Trustees 
eight years to collect the dues, &c., and now, after the lapse of 
eight years, nô progress seems to have been made in the proper
